TAMMANY’S TICKET NAMED 


JUDGE VAN HUESEN LEFT OUT 
IN THE COLD, 
THR SLATE WAS ALL PREPARED AND 
THE BRAVES ACCEPTED IT—A CHANGE 
AT THE ELEVENTH HOUR.

With a due amount of enthusiasm and many 
proud declarations of an abiding belief in suc- 
vesa, the big chiefs, the little chiefs, and the 
Pisin, ordinary warriors of Tammany nominat- 
ea a ticket last night at their County Conven- 
tion fu Tammany Hall, Yetit was not a Tam- 
mauy ticket, oue speaker proudly proclaimed, 
but it was “a citizens’ ticket.” 

The convention itself was simply the formal 
ratification of the doings of Tammany’s 
executive committee of twenty-four, which 
had been in session for nearly three hours 
in the secret meeting room down stairs. 
It was at this meeting that the practical 
work of the convention wasdone. The machine 
Was pat in smooth-working order and the ticket 
and platform were built by Croker, Gilroy, 
Bourke Cockran, and the rest of them. 

The stery of thisfmeeting is the story of the 
inner workings of the convention. Commis- 
sioner of Public Works Gilroy presided. Mr, 


Croker explaipved that there was no slate. 
He dwelt on this point considerably, He 
suid that he wanted to have every one. express 
his opinions. If the district leaders had any 
oaudidates tO propose he wanted them to pro- 
pose them, andift they had any opposition to 
inake to any candidates proposed, he wanted 
them to state their objeculons right there. 

{t was thought that James J. Slevin would be 
renominated for Register, but the news brought 
out of the Executive Committee’s meeting 
was that he had declined the nomina- 
tion—although he could have had it unani- 
mously—on the ground that he wanted 
to ego into private business, and he 
wauid not have time to give to the office. Sug- 
xestions were then in order ior his successor, 
aud the pawes of Henry Bischoff, Jr., John F. 
Carroll of the Twentieth District, and Congress- 
man Frank T. Fitzgerald were mentioned. 
When it was found that Mr. Fitzgeraid would 
be willing to serve as Register and resign 
his seat in Congress it was decided 
to nominate him. Mr. Bischoff, it was 
understood, would not run. Coming, then, to 
the Judge of the Common Pleas, the names of 
George M. Van Hoesen,and Henry Bischoff, Jr., 
Were suggested. Judge Van Hoesen, wno had 
Beemed sure Of a renomination, got only one or 
twe yotes. THE TiMEs’s description of some 
of bis methods had had its effect. The com- 
mnittee camo to the conclusion that, in 
the present state of things on the Common 
Pleas bench, it would nut do for Tammany to 
putnp2imaxn who bad to be putin a defensive 
uttitude. lt was admitied afterward by some 
of the Lammany leaders that the sketch of 
Judge Van Hvesen’s judicial career had had a 
marked effect in the deliberations of the leaders. 

Aftex there had been much discussion on the 
Dame of @ successor to Judge Van Hvuesen, 
Henry D. Purroy nominated David Leventriit. 
‘There was no objection made te him and he 
Was agreed upon. Then came the renomination 
of Judge Henry A. Gildersieeve for Judge of 
the Court of General Sessions and of Juin H. 
V. Arnold for President of the Board of Alde r- 
men. They got through the committee witho ut 
any difficulty. So did Charlies J. Nehrbas to 
pucceed himself as Judge of the City Court. 

There was considerable discussion as to who 
Should succeed Judge Holwe, who retires from 
the City Court bench. Senator Jacob Cantor 
und others were mentioned and voted upon. 
Johp. F. Carroll tinally named the winning man 
iu Ropert A. Van Wyck. The committee agreed 
upon his name after some debate. Bourke 
Cockran bad .the platform iu charge and he had 
it pretty weil tixed up before the convention 
came to order. 

While the debate in the Executive Committee 
was ip progress the Glans were gathering in tie 
great hall above, getting ready to put their 
commendation upon the ticket that was to be 
presented to them. 

The big wigwam of Tammany never had @ 
much bigger crowd within its walis. 1¢ was a 
prosperous-looking crowd, too; for this has 
been # fine season for Tammany. The doors 
‘were DO sooner Open than the throng began to 
tile up stairsin a column that was compactiy 
solid, aud it kept on filing until the main floor 
Was Gensely crowded aod almost every seat in 
the galleries was taken. 

It was 8:15 when the big chieftains from be- 
low began te come up Blairs in groups. The 
crowd applauded when they saw them, and 
when Commissioner Gilroy hurried out on 
the platform and rapped the big assemblage 
to order, there were hearty cheers fer 
Gilroy. He said that Gen. Jobn Coch- 
rane had been selected as temporary 
Cuairman, and when the General came vut and 
touk charge he got his share of applause. J. B. 
McGoldrick and J. G. H. Meyer were named as 
temporary Secretaries and Gen. Cochrane start- 
ed the convention in businesslike fashion with- 
out spending any time in speechmaking. 

Ex-Senator George W. Piunkitt introduced a 
resolution relative to the rules that should gov- 
era the convention, and a resolution, introduced 
py Ponce Justice McMahon, providea that the 
first name On the list of each Assembly delega- 
tion be read, and that the credentials of 
that delegation be handed up unless there 
were ovjection After this business was 
disposed of, and the credentizis were found to 
be ip proper shape, Committees on Permanent 
Organization and upon Resolutions were ap- 
pointed, and an adjournment of a quarter of an 
hour was taken ww give them a chance to do 
their work. 

After a little longer delay than was allowed 
by this adjournment business wus resumed, and 
by the report of the Committee on Permanent 
Organization Gen. Cochrane was wate Perma- 
nent Chairman, and Messrs. McGoldrick snd 
Meyer were made Permanent Secretaries. Mr. 
MeGolarick dia all the reading, and his voice 
had a very hard night’s work todo. A list of 
Vice Presidents was read, and with all this pre- 
liminary work sccomplished, Tammany was 
ready to get down to actual business. 

Tue leaders were stowed away in the crowd 
in tne corner te the right of the Chairman. 
Chief Croker watched the proceedings with as 
mucb interest as though he did not kuow every 
move that would be made. Chief Gilroy moved 
nrovnd as a Burt of master of ceremonies 
Chief Bourke Cuockran made his way out of the 
crowa and got yon! of applause when he 
handed up the platiorm. Secretary McGold- 
rick cleared his voice and read the resolution. 


THE PLATFORM. 
The platform indorses the uominees of the 
Dewocratis State Convention, piedges Tam- 
Ipany ‘‘to support a local municipal Govern- 


tmhent distinguished for purity, economy, and 
efticieucy,” and polots with contidenve to the 
admuipistrative revord of all the public officers 
identitied with the Tammany organization. 1s 
pays: 

‘**We commend with especial gratification to pub- 
lice approval tne administration of Hugh J. Grant 
ag Mayor of the city of New-York. In common 
With ail his fellow-cilizens, we cordially approve 
the energetic and successiul measures which he 
has taken for the burial ot electrical wires, and the 
Vigor with which he has accomplished the removal 
of many unsightly poles and incumbrances from 
our thoroughiares. We call on ail good citizens to 
sustain him in the prosecution of his efforts to 
banish from our streets the death-dealiag agencies 
which have already proved fatal to many of our in- 
habitants.’ ; 

The platform further commends the munici- 
pal authorities for aaoptng a comprehensive 
system of street paving and commencing a sub- 
stantial building fer the accommodation of the 
criwinal courts, While reducing the tax rate 
from 2.22 to 1.93, and so exalting the municipal 
oredit thet oblicationa of the city vearing 242 
per cent. interest have been marketed ata pre- 
mailum. It favors extending rapid-transit facili- 
ties and tue election of “representatives to the 
next Legislature who will zealously support 
the enactment of such measures as will permit 
the municipal autnvrities to settle the ques- 
tion «in @& Manner that will be con- 
ducive to the growth and prosperity of 
the metrvpolis.”’ it says that Tammany has 
invoked the. judicial power of the State to sup- 
press daucerous combinations or trusts, and 
promises that the organization wil pursue the 
course which hus already resulted 1n a decision 
of great. importance to consumers and 
toilers. It tavors legislation that will 
fiminish the cost of elections and render 
bribery of intimidation impossible, but pro- 
testing against any tests ‘‘against the en- 
avtmest of any laws which, under the color.of 
reform, ar» intended to limit the extent or 
atriage tha vigor of the suffrage.” The new

MAKING THE NOMINATIONS. 
Of course the platform was adopted, and Mr. 
Cockran was cheered. Then John B. 8hea 
moved that the nominations be proceeded with. 


This being satisfactory Judge Peter Mitchell 
climbed up on the platform and made a neatly 
turrea speech in nominating Oongress- 
man Frank T. Fitzgerald, who comes 
from the First Assembly and the Sixth 
Congressional District, for Register. He lauded 
Tammany and said many things about Mr. 
Fitzgerald, who could have taken his seat in 


give it up for the local office. Mr. Fitz- 
werald’s career was sketched, and his name 
was hailed with great applause. 

Senator E.8. Ives seconded the nomination, 
and said that he stretched his hand away down 
from bis district to Mr. Fitzgerala’s to doso, 
and he was very proud and happy that he had 
the opportunity to do.it. It was decided to 
nominate Mr, Fitzgerald by acclamation, and 
when the vote was put there was a rattling 
volley of ‘“‘ayes.” 

Ex-Assemblyman Hotchkiss, formerly of 
Brooklyn and now of the Sixteenth District, 
nominated David Leventritt for Judge of the 
court of Common Pleas in place of Judge Van 
Hoesen, whore “knock-out” was one of the 
surprises. He dwelt upon the necessity of 
having good men upon the bench, They must 
‘be believed to be such, he said, by the people. 
George F. Roesch seconded the nomination, 
and Leventritt was chosen by acclamation. All 
this, however, as the sequel proved, was wasted 
oratory and useless voting. 

T. O, T. Crain, Mayor Grant’s private secre 
tary, got a splendid reception when he went on 
the platform to nominate Judge Henry A. Gil- 
dersleeve of the Twenty-first Assembly District 
to succeed himself on the bench of the Court of 
General Sessions, Mr. Crain said that, “ bury- 
ing all past differences, Tammany extended its 
manly hand to Judge Gildersleeve.”’ 

ux-Senator Henry F. Grady let loose his ora- 
tory in seconding the nomination, and Ambrose 
H. Purdy also had something to say on the 
same question. When the vote was put by 
acclamation there was a chorus of “ ayes.” 
There was one ugly ** no.”’ 

Charles F. Wahie proposed the nomination of 
Judge Charles J. Nehrbas to succeed himeeilf 
in the City Court, and spoke in glowing terms 
of Judge Nehrbas’s career on the bench, and of 
the importance of having Judges of the highest 
standing in the City Court. 

Robert A. Van Wyck, for the other City Court

‘ Judgeship, was proposed by Congressman John 


H. McCarthy, who. staid on the floor until he 
was forced upon the platform. He declared 
that although Mr. Van Wyck, had never held a 
judicial position, there could be no doubt of his 
ability to fill the place with satisfaction to all. 
Senator Jacob Cantor seconded the nomination. 

Edward F. O’Dwyer, who was orce a Kepub- 
lican member of thegBoard of Aldermen, pro- 
posed the nomination of President John'R. Y. 
Arnoid, who lives in the Twenty-first As- 
sembly District, as a candidate for re-elec- 
tion as President of the SBoard of 
Aldermen. ‘that Mr. Arnold had discharged 
the duties of the position in a satisfactory man- 
ner, he said, was well evidenced by his being 
renominated. Assemblyman John Connelly 
seconded the nomination in a speech that was 
the most fiery effort of the evening, Nobody 
objected to any of these nominatio 

After the nominations were made Chamber- 
lain Croker came forward, got his quota of 
cheers, and handed up this resolution, which 
was adopted: 

Whereas, It is of paramount importance §the 
successful administration of the Government of this 
State by a Democratic Governor that a Democratic 
Legislature be chosen at the ensuing election; 

Vherefore be it Resolved, That we éarnestly urge 
the Tammany Hail Democracy in those Senatorial 
and Assembly Districts in which party dissensions 
might imperil the political compiexion of the dis- 
tricts to use every honorable meaus to unite all 
Democrats in support of candidates who can enlist 
the full streagth of the whole party. 

A resolution relating to the appointment of 
committees on notification was introduced and 
passed, and the convention was just about 
breaking up when Mr, Croker, received word 
that Mr. Leventritt had decided that he could 
not give up his law practice to become a 
Judge of the Court of Common Pleas and that 
he must decline to run. Then the leaders had a 
hurried conference in the corner, and the result 
of 1t was that Menry Bischoff, Jr., was put in 
nomination, and he was chosen for the place by 
acclamation. 

When Mr. Croker received Mr. Leventritt’s 
declination, ex-Congressman Spinola was mak- 
ing a speech, which Mr. Croker had to interrupt. 

FRANK T. FITZGERALD, 

Frank T. Fitzgerald, the candidate for Regis- 
ter, belongs in the First Assembly District. He 
was born in this city in 1855, and graduated 
from the Coiumbia College Law School. He is 
at present Congressman-elect from the sixth 
Congressional Distrist. In 1887 he ran against 
Judge Micuael Norton for election as Judge of 
the Kirst District Civil Court, and was defeated. 


Last year he was elected to Congress to succeed 
Amos J. Cummings. 


HENRY BISCHOFF, JR. 
Henry Bischoff, Jr., whe was nominated last 
night for Judge of the, Court of Common Pleas 
inplace of Van Hoesen, is a son of Henry 


Bischoff, the banker. He was resently appoint- 
ed attorney for the coilection of arrears of per- 
sonal taxes by the Corporation Counsel. He 
was born in this city Aug. 16, 1852, and entered 
the law office of John H. & J. Riker in 1863. 
Tnen he entered the Columbia Law School, aod 
when only nineteen years of age—1871—he 
graduated not only with the degree or 
LL.B. but with honorable mention as 
weil. His youth prevented his admission 
to the bar until 1873. He has built 
up a good law practice and anumber of promi- 
nent houses are among his clients. He isa 
Director in the Union-Square Bauk and a mem- 
ver of the Liederkranz, Arion, and Beethoven 
Societies. He was oifered a Tammany nowina- 
tion as Judge of the City Court some years ago, 
but declined. He is a member of the New-York 
State Bar Association and the American Bar 
- Association. He was a warm friend of the late 
Congressman 8S. 8. Cox, wnd was urged to run 
tor Congress in the district left unrepresented 
by ag death.

HENRY ALGER GILDERSLEEVE. 

That eminent marksman, Heury Alger Gil- 
dersleeve, now Judge of the Court of General 
Sessions, and renominated last night to succeed 
himself, was born near Poughkeepsie, in Dutch- 
ess County, August, 1840. He worked on a 
farm in his earlier days and educated himself. 
He organized a company tor the One Hundred 
and Hittleth New-York Volunteers in 1862, 
and was 4 _ participant in most 
the battles of the Army of tbe Poto- 
mac. At Gettysburg his gallantry was 
conspicuous, He served under Gen. Sherman 
in the march to the sea, and he held the rank of 
Colonel when mustered out. He was admitted 
to the bar in 1866, and he soon became identi- 
tied with the National Guard and became Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the Tweifth Regiment. ‘The 
tame he won when he went to Doilymount, Ire- 
land, with the famous American ritle team in 
1875 gave him a degree of popularity that his 
political friends were not slow to take advan- 
tage of. , 

CHARLES J. NEHRBAS. 

Charles J. Nehrbas, who was nominated. last 
night for Justice of the City Court, was born 
here May 12, 1848, was educated in the public 
achools and graduated from tne College of the 
City of New-York in 1869, and from Columbia 
Coiiege Law School in 1871, He taught eyening 
school during the early days of his law prac- 
tice and was a School Commissioner in 
1879-80. He was elected to the Marine 
Court, now the City Court, to. fill the un- 
expired term of Judge Sinaott, who died in the 
Fail of 1880. After serving three years he was 
ugain elected in 1883 ona united Democratic 
ticket. He is President of the Central Turn- 
verein, isa member of the Arion and Lieder- 
kranz Societies, the New-York Maennerchor, the 
German Hospital, and the Manhattan Club. In

ROBERT A. VAN WYCK.: 

Kobert A. Van Wyck, candidate for election as 
City Court Judge to succeed Judge Holme, was 
born in 1847, and graduated with high honors 
from the Columbia College Law School in1872.

- John H. V. Arnold, who was renominated last 
night.as President of the Board of Aldermen, was 
born in New-York in July, 1839, and has been 
in continuous law practice since he was admit- 
ted to the bar in 1860. He was chosen by the 
Common Council to fill the place left vacant b. 
the death of George H. Forster, which occurr 
just after his election last Fall as President of 
the Board of Aldermen. Mr. Arnold is Vice 
President of the Executive Committee of the 
Association of Democratic Clubs of the State of 
New-York and is President of the Young Men’s 
Democratic Ciub of this city. He is a Tammany

THEY CALL THE TICKET WEAK. 
The changes in the Tammany slate and the 
defeat of Judge Van Hoesen for renomination 
for Judge of the Court of Common Pleas have 
had no effect whatever upon the deter- 
mination of the founders of the citizens’ move- 
ment to bring out an independent ticket. The 
impression up town last night among the 
friends and supporters of the citizens, who, by 
the way, held a meeting in the afternoon and 
adjourned over till to-morrow in order to 


learn Tammany’s programme, was that the 
Tammany ticket was a weak one and could be 
defeated easily. The citizens will therefore go 
along with a stronger determination than ever 
to form their party, hold their. mass meetings, 
and nominate tneir ticket, ‘‘encouraged by the 
hope,” as one of them put it, “of arousing the 
people to a sense of the danger from the Tam- 
many oligarchy. We are more determined than 
ever, 1n fact, have a greater opportunity than 
ever, to nominate an independent ticket.” 

As analyzed wf 
the Tammany ticket is weak in its composition. ' 
Mr. Fitzgerald, the head of the ticket, is nom!- 
nated to capture the Irish vote, Mr. Bischoff 
and Judge Nebrbas are to capture the Germans, 
and Robert A. Van Wyck, who has only withina 
few months returned to the Tammany wigwam, 
afters seven years’ absence, is counted upon to 
corral the old Knickerbocker element. One of 
the heaviest criticisms against the ticket came 
from its having made another vacancy in the: 
Congressional delegation—in the selection of 
Mr. Fitzgerald for Register—in the event of his 
election, of course. His district is overwhelm- 
ingly Democratic, but the policy of forcing 
another Congressional election, with its heavy 
expense, upon the taxpayers-is severely con- 
demned. 

A large number of County Democrats had 
gathered at the New-Amsterdam Club —_ 
the evening to ascertain what Tammany woul 
do. The current belief there was that no nom- 
inations would be made, but that there would 
be recommendations for nominations, and 
that the convention would be ourrieda over to 
next week, for the purpose of frustrating the 
efforts of the citizens. When the announce- 
ment was made that the Tammany ticket was 
really launched, the County Democrats poured 
alithe vials of their contempt upon it. Will 
jam P. Mitchell could not see just where the 
Tammany element of strength came in outside 
of Judge Nenrbas, who was declared to be the 
strongest man nominated. The rest of the 
ticket he summed up as weak. 

The Republicana condemned the ticket as 
weak, for the reason that they were not ac- 
quainted with one-half of the candidates. 

The union of citizens, County Democrats, and 
Republicans has not made very much headway 
within the past twenty-four hours, Some of the 
clearest-headed mer in the County organization 
oppose the coalition on the ground thatit would 
imperil the County’s standing as the regular 
Democratic organization in this city. On Mon- 
day night the County Democratic organization 
ofthe Ninth Assembly Distriet held a meeting, 
which was presided over by Police Commisioner 
John R. Voorhees, Chairman of the district. 
The Commissioner made a speech which created 
a@ sensation. He expluined the position of the 
County Democratic organization as regards the 
citizens’ movement and declared that he was 
unalterably opposed to any scheme which pro- 
posed, under the cloak of a people’s movement | 
ora citizens’ ticket, to give the publicans 
increased representation in the Municipal Gov- 
ernment and the Legislature. He asserted that 
he would not have anything to do with any 
hybrid ticket. 

These remarks were received with rapturous ' 
applause py the 138 members present, and this 
resolution, presented by Assemblyman John 
Martin, was unanimously adopted: 

Resolved, That this committee indorses and 
approves of the sentiment of its Chairman, + 
pledges him its unqualified and hearty support 
any position that he may take in opposition to an 
increase of Repablican rule in our municipality or 
in the legislative representation. 





MAHONE AND KIDDLEBERGER. 


TME TWO BITTER POLITICAL FOES BOTH 


IN RICHMOND. 

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 15.—Gen. Mahone and 
Senator Riddleberger are both here to-night. 
While bitterly opposing each other in this cam- 
paign they have not ceased to speak as they 
“pass by.” Both of these ex-Senators spoke at 
Staunton yesterday, and came here from that 
place on the same train to-night. Notwith- 
standing Mahone declared in his Staunton 
speech yesterday that he had told Riddle- 
berger in the United States Senate that he 


took no notice of anything the latter said, he 
spoke to his old colleague quite cordially when 
they got to the railroad station to take the 
train. Mr. Riddleberger speaks here to-morrow 
night and will have a big meeting, and Mahone 
speaks at Hanover Court House. Not desiring 
to put up with the accommodations of the one 
rural tavern at that place he came here to 
spend the night. H 

In an interview to-night Mr. Riddleberger 
said: ‘‘I am quite sure that Mahone will be ae-! 
teated this year by a larger majority than Fitz 
Lee received in 1885, when he beat Wise 
by nearly 17,000, If the Democrats do 
not beat Mahone by a rousing good ma- 
jority this year he will pose as a martyr 
vefore the National Administration and ask for 
some high appointment.” In his speech to- 
morrow night Riddleberger will score Mahone 
severely on bis public record. Mahone is in ex- 
cellent health, and says he is confident of being 
elected by a good majority. From Hanover 
Court House he goes to Culpepper, and then on 
to Washington.

ALL REPUTABLE REPUBLICANS CON- 
DEMNING IT—IN OTHER NEW STATES. 


HELENA, Montana, Oot. 15,—While excitement 
runs high over the Republican attempt to capt- 
ure the Legislature by unseating members in 
Silver Bow County, there has been no outbreak 
of any sort, The Democrats are confident that 
the courts will sustain their view that the 
County Canvassing Board had no right to 
throw out any duly certified returns. The 
courts have held in other cases that the can- 
vassers exercised only ministerial funatious, 
and had no right to reject any returne, 

Leading Republican lawyers conour in this 
opinion, and say the Democrats will have their 
men seated by order of the court. The more 
reputable Republicans condemn the resort of 
the party managers to such high-handed pro- 
ceedings. Chief Justice Blake of the Territorial 
court is strongly opposed to such _ tactics. 
Ex-Gov. B. Platt Carpenter says: ‘“‘ The Repub- 
licans have no case and the masses of the party 
will not yougons them in this outrageous pro- 
ceeding.”” Mayor Fuller, a strong Republican, 
says he will have nothing todo with the party 
if 1t resorts to vielations of iaw to win. 

The attempted Republican steal is engineered 
by Col. W. F. Sanders, who wants to be a United 
States Senator; A. J. seligman,formerly of New- 
York; H. Hershitield, and one or two 
others who want to go to the Sen- 
ate. was disclosed that Henry Ber- 
nard, the man who made all the 
affidavits of the Silver Bow cases, was an old 
State prison convict. He was convicted of 
murder in Murray, Idano, in 1884, and sen- 
tenced to elght years’ imprisonment.

Considerably startied, ne took 
the box to a police station, where it was cau- 
tiously opened. Inside was a pound of blasting 
powder, in which were scattered adozen dyna- 
mite cartridges. Above this was a loaded, cocked 
revolver with the barrel sawed off so that the 
weapon could be fastened in the box. The 
muzzle was pointed toward the frontof the 
box und a wire attached to the trigger so that 
when the cover of the box was raised the re- 
volver would ve fired.

TERRIBLE AOCUIDENT ON AN 
INOLINED RAILWAY. 

FIVE PERSONS KILLED BY THE BREAK- 

ING OF A CABLE IN CINCINNATI, 
AND TWO SEVERELY INJURED. 


CINCINNATI, Oot, 15,—The worst accident that 
ever occurred on the inclined-plane railways of 
this clty happened to-day between 12 and 1 
o’clock on the Mount Auburn inclined plane, 
which starts at the head of Main-street and 
rises to a height of between 250 and 300 feet in 
a space of perhaps 2,000 feet or less, Two cars 
are employed, one on each track. They are 
drawn by two steel wire cables that are wound 
upon a drum at the top of the hill by an engine 
placed there. 

Nine passengers had entered the ear at the 
foot of the plane, and a number were on the 
other at the top. The passage of the ascending 
car was all right untilithad reached the top, 
when thc engineer found that the machinery 
would not respond, and that he coulda not stop 
the engine. Only one resuit was possible. The 
Car Was arrested by the strong bumper which 
stops its progress, and, as the engine continued 
to run, allits force was expended on the two 
cables, and they snapped like wrapping thread 
under its enormous power. Tnen the car, with 
its nine inmates locked within, began the de- 
scent of the slope. The crash at the foot 
of the plane was frightful. A cloud of 


dust arose that hia the wreck from 
view for a moment, but when it 
was dispelled the scene was horrible. The 
iron gate that formed the lower end of the truck 
on which the car rested was thrown sixty feet 
down the street. The top of the car was lying 
almost as far in the gutter. Tne truckitself and 
the floor and seats of the car were a shapeless 
wreck, mingled with the bleeding and mangled 
bodies of the nine passengers. Two were taken 
out dead; one, a middie-aged lady with gray 
hair, waa recognized as Mra, Ives; the other, a 
young girl of twenty, as Miss Lillian Oskamp, 
daughter of Mr. Henry Oskamp. Another, Mr. 
M. Kueiss, teacher, living at 14 Euclid-avenue. 
died soon afterward. Five others were injured, 
erhaps fatally, and one man escaped miracu- 
ously with but @ slight injury. 

Judge Dickson, one of the wounded, was too 
old to escape from such a terribie shock, and he 
was one of the first to die. He was a welle 
known attorney, retired for a number of years. 
He was a warm personal friend of President

writing semi-annually to the Superintendent of 


the Banking Department,” ana all such compa 
nies are required to make adepusit of 10 per 
cent. of their paid-up capital stock, notin any 
case less than $50,0U0, with such Superintend- 
entin trust for their creditors. It 1s claimed 
that many of these companies receive deposits 
or assume obligations in this State which have 
not complied with this law. If this is found to 
be the case, it is proposed to see that such com- 
panies are made to comply with the law 1m- 
mediately.

CANDIDATES NOMINATED BY REPUB- 
LICANS AND DEMOCRATS. 


MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Oct, 15.—The Repub- 
lican Senatorial Convention, held here this 
afternoon, for nominating a candidate in the 
Thirteenth District, was well attended, but 
notably lacking in life and ‘enthusiasm.

The nomination was moved 
in the convention by Farmer N. W. Howell of 
Blooming Grove, and was seconded ard carried 
by vote of the delegates on the assumption 
that Mr. Richardson is a peculiarly-fit person 
to represent the agricultural interests of the 
district in the State Legislature. 

The Democratic Senatorial Convention, yet 
to be held, will nominate Peter Ward by ac- 
clamation. He was elected at a special elec- 
tion, Jan. 29 last, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Henry R. Low. The district, at 
the Presidential election in November previous, 
had given a majority of 512 for Harrison over 
Cleveland, but Mr. Ward was elected over B. B. 
Odell, Jr., a strong Republican candidate, by a 
IMmajority of 166 votes. His brief Senatorial 
career has been creditable and satisfactory. 
His return to the post at the coming election by 
a largely-increased majority may be confidently 
predicted.

LIKE A CITY IN MOURNING 


NEW-YORE’S ASPECT WITHVUUT 
ARO LIGHTS. 
THE INJUNCTION CASES STILL UP FOR 
ARGUMENT AND DYNAMOS STOPPED 
—YESTERDAY’S DEVELOPMENTS. 


Again last night did the city seem to have 
gone into mourning for its 1ost brilliancy, 
Darkness and gloom were everywhere on Man- 
hattan Island from Central Park to the end at 
the Battery, except in little isolated spots in 
some up-town thoroughfares, where groups of 
flaring gas jets tried in a feeble way to imitate the 
lustre of the electric lights that were gone. Bat 
these little spurts of light only did part of their 
work, and only served to make the outer dark- 
ness the blacker, the more impenetrable. 

Perhaps the brightest spot in all the city last 
night was Printing House-square. The new 
and handsome groups of incandescent lights 


which have been erected on the outside of THA 
TIMEs Building, just above the first story, were 
lighted for the first time, supplied with cur- 
rents from THE TIMESs’S own electric plant, and 
sent broad beams of brilliant light shining out 
into the surrounding darkness. The new 
lamps illuminated Park-row from Franklin’s 
statue to Beekman-street, and served to shed 
considerable light upon the night mysteries 
of the east side of City Halli Park. 
Many pedestrians stopped to inspect these new 
additions to Park-row brilliancy end to admire 
their admirable construction. In front of the 
Sun Building, too, four are lights had deen sus- 

ended, and these added considerabis to the 
Rood of light in which old Mr. Franklin was 
bathed. 

Even if the electric lamps are out to-night, 
the city is hkely to be somewhat better off, for 
the Bureau of Lamps and Gas are making heroic 
efforts to get the gas lamps into proper condl- 
tion, and will probably have many of them 
ready by the time the sun gues down. 


THE OBSTRUCTIVE TRIO. 


MAYOR GRANT WILL WASTE NO TIME 
WITH HESS, MOSS, AND GIBBENS. 


Spurred on by Mayor Grant’s energetic desire 
to actin the matter of preventing dangerous 
accidents from electric wires overhead, tha 
three other members of the Board of Electrival 
Control continued their unwoutedly arducus 
labors yesterday. They met in the Mayors 
office at 11 o’clock and left it a littie before 2. 
The attitude of the youthful but belligerent Mr. 


Gibbens had undergone a sudden vhucge. On 
Monday he was so fiery and demoxrsirative as 
to attract more than the ordinary commiserat- 
ing attention to himself, but yesterday he was 
wild and conciliating, and seemed imbued with 
the desire to look after and protcet the public 
safety. He expressed a tenderness for the dear 
public which vefore be has not exhibited. 

Tne board began its meetings in the presence 
of about as large acrowd as lad watched iis 
deliberations the day before. The representa- 
tives of the various electric light compunies 
were prompt in their attendance. Mr, Gibbens, 
in his new role, whieh apparently he had care- 
fully studied, offered the foilowing resvlution, 
accompanying it with a fow words indicative or 
his urgent desire that it be passed: 

Whereas, At a previous meeting of this board a 
resolution was passed calling upon eleccrical com 
panies to refrain from using ail badly-insulated 
wires, and, 

Whereas, Said companies did not refrain, whereby 
life was sacrificed, tueretore, 

Resolved, ‘fnat notice is hereby given to all elec- 
tric lighting companies to cease trem using ever- 
head wires in the city of New-York for the purpose 
ot conveying currents of any intensity greater than 
300 volts until such time as it shall be showk to 
this board that said overbead wires are properly 
iusulated and safe and comply in ali respects with 
the rules and regulations of the board, auc permis- 
sion to operate such currents On such overhead 
conductors is hereby expressly revoked ponding 
investigation. 

The Mayor listened carefully to the reading 
of the resolution and then asked the boura’s ex- 
pert, Mr. Wheeler, if in his opinion the passage 
of such a resulutiun was newessary in order that 
electric light wires might be made safe—if it 
wasn’t possible that wires could be so insulated 
as to render them just as safe as if they carried 
@ lowgtension current. Mr. Wheeler said he 
thought they undoubtedly could be so insulated, 
and Mr. Gibbens went on to unfold the beauties 
of his new role thus: 

“This board,’ he said, ‘passed a resolution 
on Thursday directing that all improperly in- 
sulated wires should cease, and tbey haveo’t 
ceased. The Legislature gave this board the 
power to determine as to What wires should be 
operated, and, in my opinion, the time has come 
when it is imperative that all these dangerous 
wires shouid come down. We had a striking 
and awfulillustration of their Ganger last iri- 
day, and everything should be aone to prevent 
the possibility of another such ‘Mustration.” 


The Mayor, with deep feelizg, referred to a 
previous statement made by Mr. Gibbers that 
the status of the board had not chunzed, and 
asked him if there Was not seme coatradiction 
in the statement he had just made. The younn- 
est member roplied mildly that the companies 
had deliberately violated the vurders vf the 
board issued last Thursday, and sald that the 
change had been brought about by that vioia- 
tion. 

The Mayor said that he wouid chserfully veie 
tor the resolution intreducea by Mr. Gibbens if 
he could obtain Mr. Wheeler’s assurance that it 
was @ physical impossibility to gst a proper sys- 
tem of insulation. 

“The companies can get sucha system,” Me. 
Gibben’s interrupted with some vehemence, 
“but they won’t use it.” 

**Well,” said the;Mayor, “ we'll raake them 
use it. However, when you aud our expert 
say that a proper system of iusulation can 
be procured, it puts things in a different light. 
As far as lam concerned, I den’t believe that 
any such system can be obtained.” 

Mr. Bernheimer, the expert of the Manhattan 
and Harlem Companies, suid that he was 
authorized to make a statement as coming from 
Prot. Elihu Thompson of Boston, an eminent 
electrical scientist. That gent!eman, Mr. Bern- 
heimer continued, asserts thatit is a perfectiy 
feasible plan to so insuiate wires carrying high- 
tension currents as to render them absolutely 
safe and harmless. Prof. Thompsox had so much 
contidence in this belief that he used ia hisown 
house high tension wires 86 insulated. Mr. 
Bernheimer then went on to plesac for his own 
companies, which carry high-tension curreuts. 
Ot the $93,000 ae by those companies, 
be said, $50,000 ‘had been for insulation, and 
the wires now were safe. 

“Oh,” said Mr. Gibbens, impatiently, his 
youthful patience exhausted by the long ad- 
dress, “we concede the possibility of safely in- 
sulating wires. All we—”’ 

“Tt you do concede it,” interrupted the Mayor, 
“ whav’s the use of offering this 300-volt roesolu- 
tion of yours?” 

*“*Well,”’ Mr. Gibbens replied, somewhat irreie- 
vantly, “let Mr. Bernheimer go on aud propar- 
ly insulate his wires, if he can, and keep on till 
every wire in the city is mado safe.” 

The Mayor promptly referred to a resolution 
passed last Saturday which covered that 
ground, and Mr. Gibbens acknowledged tie 
fact that such a resolution had been passed, 
but said that the companies hadn’t obeyea the 
order and hadn’t stopped their ourrents. 

“But the currents were stopped last night,’ 
suggested the Mayor. 

“That's wery true,” Mr. Gibbens replied; 
“but how are we to know that they will con- 
tinue to stop them?’ 

“Oh, well,” said his Honor, “iz these injune- 
tions are vacated this afternoon the Depart- 
ment of Public Works has its instructions, and 
it won’t take long to fix the wires. What effect 
would the passage of your resolution have,” he 
continued, addressing Mr. Gibbens; “ woulda its 
passage tend to the removal of properly-in- 
sulated wires as well as those the insulation of 
which is defective?’ 

“It takes in everything,” said Mr. Gibbens, 
and then, his affection for the public again as- 
serting itself, he continued: ‘ We want all the 
wires in New-York stopped. We have the power 
to refuse permisston to companies to operate 
their wires, and [don’t want to see any more 
deaths ee from dangerous lines My 
resolution provides that ali bad wires shail 
come down, and the board has the power te 
order them down. We want to get them down, 
and, according to Judge Ingrahaw’s decision, 
we have the right to revoke permits for cause.” 

Mr. Cravath, for the United States Dluminat- 
ing and the Brush Company, offered to turn 
off the current from all the wires until Expert 
Wheeler should examine them. A!l be asked, 
he said, was that Mr. Wheeler be given enough 
a to inspect the companies’ new wires 
as Well. 

But Lobject to new wires going up,” said 
the Mayor. “{[ would mach rather give you 
permission to build subways yourselves. I con- 
sider that it is the duty of this board to bury 
wires and not inspect new wires to be strung 
up overhead.” — F 

“Well, Mr. Mayor,” Mr. Bernheimer again 
broke in, * the effect of the passage of this rese- 
lution would be to stop all our wires. It would 
be teen dag impossible for our companies 
to adopt the Edison system of lighting.” 

This statement seomed to suggest something 
unpleasant to the Mayor’s mind, and turning to 
Mr. Wheeler, he asked him ir he thought that, if 





resolution, I shall decline moat heartily to vote 
for it.” . 


“The resolution wouldn’t have any such 
effect,” said Mr. Gibbens, with a good deal of 
anger in his voice. 

“Mr. Wheeler seems to be perfectly clear 
that it would,’ said the Mayor pleasantly, 
“and it is the first thing I’ve Known Mr, 
Wheeler to be clear about for some time.” 

Mayor Grant askea whether, if Mr, Gibbens’s 
resolution was passed, the board would not be 
showing contempt for the court in which the 
electric companies obteined their injunctions. 
There was no one in the room inclined to a 
ewer this question, which acted upon Mr. Gi 
bens much a3 a mild electric shock might do. 
Mt. Alien Evarts, who was thefe to louk after 
the interests of the Brush and United States 
Companies, was asked for his opinion. That 
young gentleman, obviously amused by the 
question, said that such a consideration might 
not prevent the board [fom passing the resolu- 
tion, bat that in all probability the board would 
find great diffigulty in carrying out its pro- 
visions in the face of the. injunctions obtained. 

Corporation Counsel Olark was sent for by the 
Mayor and his opinion asked. He said that it 
would be Obviously impossible to carry out the 
provisions of Mr. Gibbens’s resolution while 
the injunctions were in operation, and that 
settled it. The resolution died e hasty death 
and Mr. Gibbens was not pleased. ; 

A long discussion then ensued as to the right 
of electric jight companies to tear down old 
wires and replace them with new ones. The 
Mayor was firm in his belief that they had no 
such rights, but the other members of the board 
believed they had. The discussion was aryppees 
and the subject, so far as any action was taken, 
wus left ’twixt wind and water. : 

The may 19 then called for the “ comprehens- 
ive plan for laying out subways throughout 
the city,” which Col. Kearney had been ordered 
to draw up, but that official said that it was im- 

possible to draw up such a plan in the short 

ime which had been given him. 

* But you have had four years!” exclaimed 
the Mayor. 

‘For all that,” the Colonel replied, “ the work 
has been done little by little, and my plans have 
beeo prepared regularly in accordance with the 
directions of the board.” 

The Mayor said be thought he could draw up 
plans himself, and then Wheeler H. Peckham, 
counsel for the Standard Electric Subway Com- 
pans, produced a plan and had it explained by 
the company’sexpert. It provided for a main 
line running clear to the Battery, with branches 
and distributing systems. Col. Kearney pointed 
out that in one place near College-place the 
subway in this plan would have to run under a 
solid block of houses, but Mr. Peckham said 
this would not be so when the College-place ex- 
tension had been made, 

“Mr. Lauterbach,’ the Mayor then said, “I 
suppose I may as well consult you as any other 
member of the construction company, (at which 
the crowd looked surprised,} how long will it 
take you to construct subways under Mr. Peck- 
ham’s plans?’ 

“ About three years,” said Mr. Lauterbach .. 

“Suppose,” said Mr. beckham, “ that inst: ad 
of one company being at work, why wouldn't ic 
be better to let three co.npanies do the work and 
complete it in one year?” 

“There is no room for doubt as to the senti- 
Ments of this board concerning the division of 
this work among different companies,” said Mr. 
Gibbens. 

“ That is quite true,” quietly said the Mayor, 
‘*so far as three of its members are concerned.”’ 
Then he went on: ‘lam getting weary of all 
this. We have done nothing but talk, and have 
done no work, have made no progress. It is 
disheartening, and unless pomatping is done, 
and speedily done, by this board 1 do not pro- 
— waste any more of my time at its meet- 

nga. 

Profound silence followed the Mayor's decla- 
ration, Consideration of Mr. Peckham’s plans 
was abandoned, and Coil. Kearney was ordered 
to prepare a comprehensive plan forthe cou- 
struction of subways and submitit at the next 
meeting of the board. 

Mr. Wheeler thea asked for instructions as to 
the right of companies to replace vld wires by 
new ones. The Mayor said he believed that the 
companies had no such right, but that he was 
in the minority. 

“T don’t quite understand the situation,” was 
all Mr. Gibvens said, and the Mayor responded: 

“And { don’t think, Mr. Gibbens, that you 
and I will ever understand each other.” 

And so Mr. Wheeler did not get any instruc- 
tions, and the board adjourned sine die. 

The Mayor said to a triend immediately after 
the meeting that it was his firm belief that he 
would never sit with the board again. It was 
of no earthly use. The board could not be got- 
ten to do the things which it ought to do, and 
he a ofthe impossible task of trying to 
make it, 


THE TRIO VIOLATING THE LAW. 
Messrs. Hess, Moss, and Gibbens seem to be 
in the way of running amuck the law and get- 
ting themseives into serious trouble over their 


evident determination to confirm and perpetu- 
ate the monopoly of the subway company in 
the construction of subways for this city. 
Legal opiuion has always resented the assump- 
tion that the board could have granted exclu- 
sive powers in this connection. Even the Com- 
missiouers themsclyes, while acting as defend- 
6rs and champious of the subway company, 
ratber implied than declared that ailotner com- 
paples were legally shut out from this class of 
work. The néarest they ever came to ap assertion 
of legalized monopoly for this pet of theirs was 
at their meeting on Monday, when they stood 
as ope man ald Voteddown the Mayor’s motion 
to vive others a chances to build subways.. By 
that action, giving their official sanctiou to the 
mouopoly they had created and declaring that 
the tleld was closed against all others, they set 
themselves squarely against the following 
clause of the sabway act of June 14, 1884: 

“No city in this State shall grant any exclusive 
privilege or franchise under this act to any corpo- 
ratiou or individaal by which a monopoly may be 
created or competition prevented on équal terms,” 

This clause in the act of 1884 was not dis- 
turbed by subsequent legislation in regard to 
subways, and it stands in full force to bring the 
Commissioners to their senses. As the case 
stands, there are lawyers who are confident 
that the Commissioners by Monday’s action 
made themselves liable to indictment for mis- 
Gemeanor, 4 crime which in the case of public 
officers carries withit upon conviction @ liability 
not only to $1,000 fine, two years’ imprison- 
ment, or both, bat also to loss of office and. of 
the privilege ever after of holding public oifice. 

The subway cuntractors must be well satis- 
fied with the way the Commissioners serve 
them. It has long been a common saying 
among those who have followed electrical mat- 
ters that i? :he Commissioners were officers of 
the sabway company they could not have been 
more careful of the company’s interests. This 
was said as long ago as July, 1886, when, in 
spite of precautions to keep it out or print, the 
terms of the contract were fuund to contain 
these phrases: 

“Tfatany time, in the opinion of the party of the 
first part, (ihe Cummissiouers,) there shall be a sub- 
stantial failure vy ine party of the second part (the 
subway company) to pérform the contract, aud itis 
s0 adjudged by competent judicial authority, * * * 
then the Mayor and Aldermen may enter into pos- 
session of thea subways. * * * The party of the 
tirst part hereby agree to use aH lawful means 
within their power to compel the companies using 
overhead wires tv place such wires in the subways, 
and to pay a tair rental for the space eccupied 
therein.”’

“That is becdusé three inembers of this 
board claim in the face of thisexplosive public 
opinion, in the face of the demands of the com- 
panies that they be allowed to build subways— 
thesé Commissioners claim that the subway 
construction company with which they have 
made one contract is entitled to ali, and no- 
body else can be permitted to engage in the 
work. Under no circumstances have subways 
been allowed to bs built, except by this monop- 
ely construction company, in which three mem- 
bers of the Board of Electrical Contro! manifest 
such a strovg personal interest. Much of our 
wire is so-called underwriters’ wire; that is 
now contrary to law. Since they have been put 
up, more improved insulation has been in- 
vented. The question is whether we have tried 
to supply thé new wire for the oid. Wesay we 
have, aud, but for the inteference of the boar”, 
would now have an overhead system as safe as 
any overhead system could be. We have in- 
vested in 100 miles of wire, approved by their 
expert, 80 called, nearly enough to re-equip our 
cone system, and have not been permitted to 
use it. 

* Whether our invéStment and our business 
ean be ruined by the claimed right of this board 
to cut our wires is a question that will present 
itself to your Honor. We believe this board has 
ho legal authority to take down our wires until 
it has provided subways into which we may 
pines them. That is the reading of the law and 

éyond it théy have no right to go. The law 

does not give them power to take down our 
wires and then dény us the right to replace 
them. They were authorized to build subways, 
and having done 80, to give us ninety days 
notice to get our wires into them, Then if we 
did not obey they could cut them; butif by the 
orders of this commission of four, their expert, 
so called, is to determine on and have out such 
wires 48 he Bees At to select, not allowing us to 
replace them and the board providing no sub- 
ways, there is a powerin the State, which has 
never existéd before, which is contrary to the 
common law; always hela sacred.

PUTTING UP NEW WIRES. 


A LARGE FORCE OF LINEMEN AT WORK 
FOR THE UNITED STATES COMPANY. 


Passers-by on Park-row yesterday afternoon 
gathered in large numbers and watched with no 
little interest the proceeding of a gang of line- 
men at work on the wires running along the sec- 
tidns from its junction with Broadway. Line- 
moen were hurrying about with spurred boots, 
darting up poles, clipping wires, binding insu- 


_lations, and running in new wires, 


‘‘They’re hustlin’ now,” laughed a bystander 
as he watched the linemen reeling off from 
huge wooden reel framés on the trucks long 
lengths of new wire in new insulation. This 
was carried by the linemen and run upon the 


crosstrees in short order. The crowd admired 
the energy of the gang of ten or twelve men. 

They were under the direction of Foreman 
Tucker of the United States Illuminating Com- 
pany. who rushed aboutin a way tbat meant 

usiness. When asked by & Times reporter how 
many men were at work on the new wires and 
how much he had put in, Mr. Tucker became 
very secretive and bluntiy added: ‘‘ You want 
to know too much; I’ve g' too much work be- 
fore me to stand here jabbering all day.” 

There was no doubt that he did have a good 
deul of work on hand, and he continued to 
stretch the new wire, turning Gown Beekman 
Boreet into Nassau and up Nassau. It was ru- 
wored about yesterday afternoon that what the 
United States Liluminating Company was really 
up to was a work of very large dimensions. ° 

Rumor had it that the company was putting 
up new wires and that they were pushine the 
work with extra gangs of men, telegraphing 
all over thé country for experienced linemen. 
Of these it was said about 800 had reached the 
city Monday night and had gone to work early 
yesterday merning. The running in of the 
Btretches of new wire certainly had a corrobo- 
rative look to the ramor thatthe company was 
removing their old wires and replacing them 
with insulated wires of the latest approved 
pattern. While the gang was at work a TIMES 
reporter spoke to one of the linemen about the 
work he was doing and the lineman said: ‘We 
Btarted in about 12 o’clock on Broadway about 
opposite Dey-street, and put in the new wires 
in place of the old ones, running the wires off 
the reel blocks, The gang was about twelve in 
number and worked along up Broadway, Park- 
row, and Beekman and Nassau streets. I was 
engaged in Boston last night to come on here 
with most of these men, and lefta good job to 
doit. Weare not kicking, though, tor we get 
$275 aday with all our expenses paid.” 

This last statement was signiticant 1n itaelf, 
ani gave a realistic coloring te the rumors 
about telegraphing around the country for ex- 
tra men. The scene in front of the United 
States Dluminating Company’s generating sta- 
tion, at 208 Fulton-street, presented a )ively 
appearance at the close of the day yesterday. 
Trucks tilled with reels of coiled wire, with 
black rubber insulation, ladders, &&. Man 
of the linemen who had been out hard at wor 
on the new wires and had just knocked off were 
standing about. Officials were very wary about 
making remarks, and Foreman Tucker would 
Bay nothing. At the office of the company, on 
Liberty-street, it was stated that the officers 
had gone home... ; 

Construction Superintendent Schuler was 
found, however, and he had his hands full of 
work. Hesaid that the company was simpl 
carrying on with an increased force the wor 
begun some time ago of ropeiing their wires. 
Where insulations were fauity, t 
binding them with tape. Tf the tmsalations 
were too far gone to be bound with tape, 
the “stretch” was cut and new Wire was 
put in. hey were doing this over the 
whole plant and were doing it as quickly as 
they could. When asked about men coming 
from Boston he admitted that there had been 
some. He said he thought the rumure Were ex- 
aggerated as tothe number of men at work, but 
would not state Fe how many extra men bad 
been engaged. e thought in a general way 
that the force had been doubled. The regular 
force, he-said, was about thirty.

Kesolved, That the President of this board be re- 
quested to appoint a special committee of the board 
at once to investigate and report on the best method 
of police or other municipal reguiation of currents 
on electric light wires with the view to the passage 
of an ordinance, such «ommittee to have power to 
suitimon persons and papers and to employ experts 
to aid them in their investigations, and with in- 
structions to such committée to report at the ear- 
liest practicable moment. ; 

As the resolution carried with it provision for 
the expenditure of money it was, in accordance 
with the rules, laid over for a week.

MES. MOLLER 18 DIVORUVED. 


THE COURT OF APPEALS SUSTAINS THE 
JUDGMENT OF THE TRIAL COURT. 


Among the recent decrees handed down by 
the Court of Appeals is one in a hotly-contested 
divorce case, that of Delia M. Mollér, daughter 
of a clergyman, of this city, against her hus- 
band, Frank C; Moller. The trial in the Special 
Term of the Supreme Court of this county re- 
sulted in a decrée of divorce, rendered Dee. 6, 
1886. The findings of the referes were based 
upon the testimony of a private detective éni- 
ployed by the plaintiff to waten her husband 
and by that of the woman with whom his offense 
was committed, supported? by circtimstaritial 
and corroborative evidence, 

From the judgment of the Special Term the 
defendant appealed to the General Térm, and 
that tribunal reversed tle decision, on the gen- 
eral ground of the insufficiency of the evidence 
of Privave aetectives and women of ill repute 
to establish the charges upon which the decree 
of divorce is xranted. From this decision the 
case was appéaled by the Pyechs: to the Court 
of Appeals. The Cotrt of Appeals says: 

“We agree with the learned Judges of the Gen- 
eral Term in their low estimate of the valte in 
divorce cases of the evidence of prostitutes and 
private detectives. The courts ® come to re- 
gare the uncorroborated evidence of such witnesses 

8 insufficient to break the bonds of matrimony. 
The consequences which follow a judgment of 
divorce are §0 serious and momentou f 
judgment shoud nob he £ anted w ; 
evidence whiok furnished the basis therefor is, after 
very caretal scrutiny, satisfactory and such as can 
command the confidence of a caréful, prudent, and 
a, = udge. 

“But the illicit amours of faithless husbands and 
wives are usually clandestine, and their wicked 
paths are hidden from observation, and hence 
courts must not be duped and yoer must take stich 
evidence ds the hature ef the case permits, circum- 
stantial, direet, or positive, and bringing to bear 
upon it the ? erience and observations of life, and 
thus weighing it with prudence and gare, give 
effect to its just preponderance.” <

tained in the record, from which it reaches the 
conclusion that the corroborative evidence was 
suiticient to compel the acceptance of the di- 
rect. testimony given by thé wonian and the

hy The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, in this city, fair weather. 








Itis gratifying to find intelligent jour- 
nals of each of the two parties in Connec- 
ticut arguing as‘to the advantages of the 
ballot reform as shown in the recent elec- 
tions in that State. It is generally ac- 
knowledged that there-were three distinct 
benefits obtained by the substantial se- 
crecy of the ballot. First, there were 
practically no ticket peddlers at the polls; 
second, there was very little chance for 
either intimidation or bribery, both of 
which dépend upon a_ sure knowl- 
edge ot how the voter votes, and, 
third, there was no voting by men 
who had been made drunk by the “heel- 
ers,” drunken men being unable to comply 
with the conditions imposed by the new 
act. These gains are certainly worth much. 
Under the system proposed in New-York 
they could be had throughout the entire 
State, and with them some others for which 
the Connecticut statute does not fully pro- 
vide, such as the serious diminution of the 
tyranny of the party machinery secured 
through the printing of the ballots at pub- 
lic expense. 











Mayor GRANT seems to be getting weary 
of his efforts to force the other members of 
the Board of Electrical Control into ener- 
getic action in the matter of subway cor- 
struction. Messrs. Hess, Moss, and GiB- 
BENS seem to be stubbornly set upon de- 
fending the monopoly of their pet subway 
company, and more concerned that it shall 
have ail the work to do if it takes 
ten years to do it than that the wires 
and poles shall be speedily got out 
of the streets with their deadly currents.

maintain a consistent reputation for telling 
the whole truth about neither. This is a 
short and simple lesson in practical polit- 
ical ‘journalism that may be studied to ad- 
f vantage. 


The accident in Cincinnati, by which 
many persons have lost their lives, is one 
that could have been so readily foreseen 
and prevented that itis a misuse of words 
to describe it as an accident.at all. Wher- 
ever a cable railway operates on a steep in- 
clination, it is obvious that the breaking of 
the cable must have disastrous results. 
This isso obvious that common prudence 
requires that cables, used in such positions, 
should be carefully tested before they .are 
laid, and renewed before they have had 
time to be weakened to a dangerous point. 
It is to the neglect of this precaution that the 
disaster in Cincinnati is evidently due. In 
towns in which the cable system is largely 
used there are many of these dangerous 
places. Even in flat Chicago the tunnel 
under the river gives a grade that putsa 
dangerous strain upon the cable, and the 
single line in New-York climbs a hill where 
the breaking of a cable would produce a 
‘repetition of the havoc wrought in Cincin- 
nati. Such a result would not be properly 
accidental, and it seems as if the miscalled 
accident in Cincinnati ought to furnish the 
basis of an indictment for manslaughter. 








No attempt to recover the money unlaw- 
fully paid by TANNER to “rerated” pen- 
sioners in and out of the Pension Bureau 
has yet been made, although it is reported, 
upon the authority of an unnamed officer 
of the Interior Department, that TANNER’S 
successor will be required to undertake 
this work. But, while this matter seems to 
engage the attention of TANNER’S superior 
officers, the man who is now acting in Tan- 
NER’s place and at the head of a 
bureau through which $88,000,000 of 
public money were disbursed last year 
is an officer who was the most suc- 
cessful, in a pecuniary ‘sense, of the ‘‘re- 
rated” in the bureau, having procured 
more than $6,000 in back pay during TAn- 
NER’s short term. When the new Commis- 
sioner—to be appointed with the permission 
of Gen. ALGER—undertakes the work of re- 
claiming the money paid outon ‘‘reratings,” 
will he begin with TANNER’s chief deputy, 
who now holds TANNER’sS place? If the 
President and Secretary NOBLE really de- 
sire to make reparation for TANNER’sS reck- 
less and unlawful acts, they should find a 
less objectionable temporary substitute for 
TANNER than the chief beneficiary of his 
*rerating” policy. 


THE ELEVATOR LAW. 


The Court of Appeals has affirmed an im- 

portant principle in sustaining the validity 

of the law regulating the charges for ele- 

vating grain. Itis, in substance, the prin- 

ciple declared years ago by the Supreme 

Court of the United States in certain West- 

ern cases arising under what is known as 
the “‘ Granger legislation” in Illinois. Those 

cases related to the power of the State to 

regulate the charges for elevating and stor- 
ing grain, and that power was distinctly 
affirmed. Courts cannot declare laws to 
be invalid because they are unwise or 
unjust, even if that is clearly estabiished. 

The remedy for such legislation is with the 
people, who can secure its repeal. The real 
question is whether the Legislature has ex- 
ceeded its constitutional authority. 

The two conflicting views commonly held 
on this subject are presented with tolerable 
clearness in the opinion of the court in the 
present cases and inthe dissenting opin- 
ions of Judges GRay and PECKHAM. The 
latter take the ground that a law to limit 
elevator charges is an invasion of private 
rights. They hold in effect that the owner 
of an elevator who has received from the 
sovereign power no special right, privilege, 
or immunity has the same right as other 
citizens to charge for the use of his prop- 
erty such compensation as he can get. They 
recognize no difference in the case if there 
is a combination which establishes a virtual 
monopoly of the business. The court,,on 
the other hand, makes a distinction be- 
tween this particular kind of property and 
other kinds in its relation to commerce and 
public convenience. It declares that it 
rests its decision in support of the law on 
the nature and extent of the business, the 
existence of a virtual monopoly, the benefit 
derived by the elevators from the State 
canal, which makes their business possi- 
ble, the interests of trade and commerce, 
the relation of the business to the prosper- 
ity and welfare of the State, and the prac- 
tice of legislation in analogous cases, It 
seems to recognize the regulation as an ex- 
ercise of the police power of the State, 
which it is not expedient to restrict or 
nullify by judicial intervention. 


While the decision involves various other 
considerations, it distinctly recognizes the 
specific principle upon which this kind of 
legislation is supposed to rest. As stated by 
the Supreme Court of the United States in 
the “ Granger cases,” it is that the State has 
authority to regulate charges for the use of 
property when it is devoted to a purpose in 
which the public has an interest. The 
elevators at Buffalo, for instance, stand 
at the point of transfer of grain from 
the lake to the canal. The process of ele- 
vating is a necessary link in the trans- 
portation of grain from the West to the 
East. The property invested in elevators 
at that point is devoted to a use in which 
the public is asmuoh interested asin that of 





transportation by water or by rail. By a 
combination establisiing a monopoly in 


the elevating business at’ the entrance to: 
} the canal, the owners of elevators were 
enabled to leyy an exorbitant toll upon 
the traffic which necessarily passed through 
their hands. This was a tax upon the 
transportation by lake and canal in which 
the elevating process was a necessary link, 
If the State had no authority to intervene 
to regulate charges, there was nothing to 
prevent an extortion, not simply upon the 
immediate customers of the elevator men, 
but upon the public-generally, in the trans- 
portation business, which is admitted to be 
. subject to public control and regulation. 

We hardly see how the right to regulate 
elevator charges could be sustained on the 
ground that the business is dependent on 
the State canal, or even on the ground that 
it is a virtual monopoly. It must rest 
rather on the nature of the business and 
its relation to the rights and interests of 
the public, In a sense, the elevators may 
be regarded as employed in the business of 
common carriers. It is certainly in the 
interest of trade and commerce and the 
general prosperity and welfare that their 
charges should be reasonable. If they estab- 
lish a monopoly at the points of transfer in 
the operations of transportation and exact 
extortionate rates for a process that is an 
essential part of those operations, the State 
is justified in intervening to limit and 
regulate their rates. . It is not merely justi- 
fied by considerations of public policy, 
but it has the constitutional authority 
under established legal principles. If it 
goes too far and works injustice the public 
will soon share the injury, and the remedy 
is with the people who control the legis- 
lative power. The McEvoy law may be un- 
just or unwise in the extent of its restric- 
tion, but the authority to regulate elevater 
charges is none the less important, and its 
proper exercise a matter of sound policy 
and constitutional right. 








THE TAMMANY NOMINATIONS. 

Tammany is fortunate in its leadership 
and management. Mr, CROKER is probably 
the equal of the late Mr. JoHN KELLY in 
organizing skill, and he handles men a 
great deal better. He has Mr. KELLY’s wis- 
dom without his obstinacy ;‘he knows how 
to be firm and to exact obedience from his 
following, but he chooses wisely the occa- 
sions for displaying his firmness and sub- 
jecting the Wigwam to his dominating will. 

Mr. CROKER and his associates showed 
political wisdom and good common sense at 
the Tammany convention last night in set- 
ting aside Judge VAN HorsEN. THE TIMES 
yesterday morning demonstrated Judge 
Van HokESEN’s unfitness for another term 
upon the Common Pleas bench. It was 
a demonstration by record evidence. 
It showed how this Judge had per- 
sistently and habitually used the power 
of appointing refereés to pay personal ob- 
ligations. THE Times told Tammany that 
it could do better than to renominate VAN 
HOESEN, and Tammany took THE TIMEs’s 
advice. Ithas done better—from the in- 
formation we have of Mr. BISCHOFF, 
its nominee for the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas Judgeship, we should say 
that it has done very much better. It 
was known that there was a strong feeling 
among the German voters favorable to 
Judge VAN HOESEN. Mr. BIscHOFF ought 
to be on any ground quite as acceptable to 
the Germans as Judge VAN HOESEN, and 
we believe him to be a much abler man. 
The renomination of Judge GILDER- 
SLEEVE for the Court of Sessions was prac- 
tically uncontested. Here, also, we have no 
doubt, Tammany might have made a wiser 
choice, but Judge GILDERSLEEVE has at least 
a qualifying experience. Mr. FITZGERALD, 
the candidate for Register, stands above 
the average of Tammany nominees, and he 
will have a strong support in the lower 
wards of the city. Mr J. H. Vz. 
ARNOLD has been a better President of 
the Board of Aldermen than that curious 
body deserves, and his renomination was 
natural and merited. As much may be 
said of the renomination of Judge NEHRBAS 
of the City Court. Mr. VaN Wyck, the 
other candidate for that bench, was once an 
active County Democrat, and went over to 
Tammany. Heisalawyer of good standing. 
In making these nominations Tammany 
has kept the “better element” full in view. 
What will the County Democrats do? 
The wisest, soundest, strongest policy they 
can adopt is to make ballot reform the 
central feature of their local can- 
vass, show up the ignorance and 
absurdity of Tammany’s pronouncement 
on that subject in every district in the city, 
and send to Albany as many men as they 
can elect, every one pledged to work ear- 
nestly for that cause. In no other way can 
they draw so much support to their local 
candidates. 

ORE BO eR BO ITNT RET RT IT 
MR. CABOT LODGE ON REFORM. 


We regard it as a good sign that Mr.. 
Casot LODGE should have felt disposed, 
and even required, to answer the criticism 
of the course of the Administration as to 
civil service reform which was made by 
Mr. GEORGE WILLIAM CourRTIS at Philadel- 
phia. Mr. LopGr’s response was made at 
considerable length before a Massachusetts 
Republican club, and we are happy to 
know that he thinks the subject both inter- 
esting enough and important enough to 
treat it before such an audience. Though 
in several respects which we deem essential 
we differ decidedly with Mr. LopGE, and 
though his defense of Mr. HARRISON seemed 
sadly like merely making mouths at Mr. 
CurtTIs, yet there was much in his speech 
that itis good for any body of voters, and 
particularly of Republican voters, to hear. 
For one thing, Mr. LopGE held up an 
unusually high standard of duty for those 
members of Congress who, whether they 
approve of the patronage system or not, 
take part in its administration, and he em- 
phasized this standard by a description of 
his own course as to the Charlestown Navy 
Yard. He said that he. had confined his 
action there to the dismissal of a few rela- 
tively poor subordinates who had been ap- 
pointed under the last Administration and 
the reinstatement in their places of . good 
men, who were also veterans. If the patron- 
age system were always administered in 
that way, neither we nor Mr. LopGE would 
havo as much fault to find with it as we 





now have, and probably Mr. Lovas kuows 


exception to that usually taken, though he 
did not see fit to make that fact“plain to 
his hearers, 

Again, Mr. LopGE made a very strong 
and clear statement of the effect upon the' 
public service of the patronage, or spoils, 
system. He said that it had literally com- 
pelled the closing not only of the Charles- 
town Navy Yard but of: two ethers, be- 
cause under that system the work of build- 
ing ships could not be done so well as in 
private yards. He very nearly stated that 
it could not be done at all. Clearly this 
would not be the case if the patronage sys- 
tem were administered in the way he says 


the fact that these three yards were closed 
under a Republican Secretary of the Navy, 
kept closed under a Democratic Secretary, 
and are stilkclosed, shows that the system 
is radically, uniformly, and, we should say, 
hopelessly bad. To get that idea plainly 
and forcibly put before a political club of 
either party by a speaker of authority and 
experience who knows what he is talk- 
ing about and who enjoys the con- 
fidence of his hearers is a distinct 
advantage for the cause of reform. 
There is, however, another conclusion 
to be drawn from these facts which Mr. 
LODGE did not bring out as strongly as we 
should have liked to see it brought out, 
though we are quite sure that he recog- 
nizes it. Thisvis the subtle, pervading, con- 
tinual corruption and demoralization of our 
politics that is spread by the spoils system 
through both parties. Why is it that 
prompt and good work cannot be done 
under that.system in the {navy yards? It 
is because places are given, not to secure 
good service, but to reward political work- 
ers. Men so appointed have a feeling that 
they have already earned their pay in 
politics, and that very little or nothing 
more is due. But how have they earned 
these rewards? Mainly by promoting the 
personal and political fortunes of those who 
distribute the rewards. In other. words, 
just to the extent that the patronage 
system prevails it tends to substitute per- 
sonal advantage for honest conviction and 
patriotic purpose as a motive for political 
action, How far that has made politics in 
both parties in this country corrupt and 
venal Mr. LODGE is quite aware. 


We do not know that it is necessary to 
pay very much attention to Mr. LopGn’s 
defense of the. Administration. He claimed 
for it very little that Mr. Curtis did not 
concede—the excelience of the Civil Service 
Commission, for instance—except that he 
also claimed for it the extension of the sys- 
tem to the Railway Postal Service, ignor- 
ing, we hope forgetting, that that extension 
was ordered by Mr. CLEVELAND. And he 
admitted practically everything that Mr. 
CurTIs charged upon the Administration, 
i. e., the wholesale removals of officers not 
under the rules, in entire disregard of Mr. 
HARRISON’s promise that only the needs of 
the public service should suggest removals, 
that fidelity and capacity should be the 
sure tenure of office, and that fitness and 
not partisan service should be the discrimi- 
nating test for appointments. He made 
this admission seem like a defense by omit- 
ting all reference to the promise, and by 
calling Mr. Curtis a ‘* Democrat” and 
coupling his name with that of Gov. HILL 
and with the Assembly ceiling fraud. If 
that be good politics it only shows how dif- 
ficult it is for even so able aman as Mr. 
LODGE to go into politics and remain an 
honest gentlemay. We do not ourselves 
think that itis good politics, but of that 
Mr. LopGE is entitled to judge for himself. 

There is one point, however, as to which 
Mr. LopGE seems to need correction. He 
declared that there could be no advance in 
the reform except by law. If he meant ex- 
cept by new legislation he is greatly mis- 
taken. The law, asit stands, gives to the 
President the absolute power to extend the 
reform system to every employé of the 
Government except those appointed by the 
advice and consent of the Senate. There is, 
therefore, hardly any limit to the advance 
of the reform that is within the power of 
Mr. HARRISON without a syllable of added 
legislation beyond the necessary appropria- 
tion, which Mr. LoDGE would doubtless 
agree to carry through the House. It was 
precisely this state of the law that was 
contemplated by the Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago in making its famous 
pledge to extend the reform, and it was to 
carry out that pledge that Mr. HARRISON 
was ostensibly chosen. As to whether Mr. 
HARRISON is keeping that pledge, and a 
number of others that he made of his own 
volition, Mr. LODGE can judge as well as 
we—if he choose to do so. 








THE AMERICAN BOARD. 


One would never learn from the face of 
the report which Dr. ALDEN yesterday 
presented as Home Secretary to the Ameri- 
can Board thai there was the least discord 
or unpleasantness in the management of 
this great missionary organization, or that 
a revolution of opinion as to the direction 
of its policy has been changing its conatit- 
uency, and is at this moment in danger of 
cutting off its base of supplies in men and 
money. The value of Dr. ALDEN’s report is 
that it effectually conceals the facts as to 
the condition and working of the American 
Board. He is at pains to adhere to the 
traditional usage of the Prudential 
Committee never to report a debt to 
the churehes, but in order to do this he 
avoids a statement of the expenditure of 
money during the past year for missionary 
purposes which would satisfy a business 
man, and makes a show of the financial 
condition which, on a study of the facts, is 
far from correct. The truth is that $82,000 
of the special Swett fund has been used, as 
the Congregationalist candidly concedes, *‘ to 
meet current expenses,” and with the con- 
stant increase of the demands of the mis- 
sionary field, and an increase of 165 
churches in the Congregationalist denomi- 
nation during the year, and a call for 
$150,000 .at Cleveland a year ago to 
meet. the extra demands upon the 
board, the total contributions from all 
the parishes in the country have 
exceeded those of the year before by only 
$426. The Swett fund has met the defi- 
ciency, and there is still $108,000 of this

fund yet remaining to meet the presumed 


this condition of things can be learned 
from Dr, ALDEN’s plausible but carefully- 
arranged statement, nor is the slightest 
‘hint given of the.reason-why the-parishes 
are falling behind the demands of’ the mis- 
} sionary field for which they ought to pro- 
vide. By a use ef averages he makes it ap- 
4 pear that the.American: Board is doing bet- 
4 ter than in former years, but his use of 
statistics to reach; this conclusion is pe- 
culiar:to himself. .. His report is a remark- 
able instance of trying to believe that 
things are not as other people see them. 

The reason behind: this concealment . of 
facts is that the American Board, as its 
Management is now constituted, is com- 
4 pletely in the hands of a close corporation. 
¢ composed almost entirely of conservative 
\{ men, who are hard set against the so-called’ 
heresy of ‘‘probation after death,” and are 
evidently determined to check among the 
missionaries now in-the field, and to resist 
among those.that may offer themselves for 
foreign work, anything like a fair repre- 
sentation of the theological:opinions held 
by the average pastors in the home churches. 
It is necessary to show that this-policy has 
been successful, and the apparent silence of 
the liberal Congregationalists throws upon 
‘the conservative party the burden of paying 
as they go. The liberal parishes are not 
‘willing to support a management of mis- 
sions in which their convictions have no 
representation,. and the question arises, 
how long can the missions abroad be sus- 
tained if the present narrow policy’is pur- 
;sued? It is also a question whether men 
who are qualified to maintain the work 
among the people of India and Japan can 
be obtained from the theological seminaries 
that have heretofore been the great feeders 
of the mission fields. Yale, Andover, and 
Bangor, three of the four schools of the 
prophets in New-England, have failed to 
send a single man to the board during the 
_past year, and of the fourteen men who 
have been appointed only four are college 
graduates, and only two of these were edu- 
cated in New-England. It appears from 
this showing that the bright and schol- 
arly men who have given the foreign work 
its high character in former years are 
no longer willing to accept the doctrinal 
tests of the Prudential Committee, and that 
excellent but not trained candidates have 
been collected together, mainly from 
sources outside of the Congregational body, 
to do their missionary work. Dr. ALDEN 
claims that fifty-two men have gone outun- 
der the auspices of the board during the past 
year, but the actual record includes only 
fourteen, and hardly any of these are up to 
the standard of scholarship and cultivation 
demanded by the bright natives in India 
and Japan. This means the deterioration 
of the missionary service at a time when 
the call for mén of strong minds and high 
training inthe missions of the East is louder 

than ever. 


The situation is grave indeed when a 
great missionary body is so managed that 
its Treasurer is not willing to exhibit a 
balance sheet; that a large minority of the 
parishes, including the strongest in the 
New-England cities, make their contribu- 
tions under protest, and that the conse- 
crated young men of the denomination 
cannot obtain missionary appointments 
without renouncing the beliefs which they 
were taught in the principal divinity 
schools, and which are accepted in the 
average parish. It is evident that a breach 
has been made where harmony should exist, 
and the appointment yesterday by Presi- 
sident STorRs of a nominating committee, 
composed entirely of men of one party, for 
the filling of vacancies, indicates that this 
clergyman, who accepted two years ago 
the réle of peacemaker between divided 
brethren, has gone over to the majority. 
The position is one in which the relations 
are strained te the last degree, and in 
which the American Board is being slowly 
alienated from the great constituency 
which has supplied men and money in great 
abundance in the past. The Congregation- 
alist of last week, speaking for the rank 
and file of the denemination, counseled the 
moderate men to.come forward to heal the 
breach, and admitted that the present 
course of the Prudential Committee had 
been unwise and headstrong. To-day and 
to-morrow will furnish the peacemakers 
their opportunity, and if they do not com- 
pel the receding from Dr. ALDEN’s well- 
known position it is likely that men 
in the future will be sent into the 
needy mission fields without the consent of 
the Prudential Committee, and will be sup- 
ported with money which the American 
Board does not handle. This venerable or- 
ganization presents a spectacle to-day 
which is not attractive. It is managed so 
as to repel the men and the means which 
are needed for its work; itis under the con- 
trol of men who are determined that their 
particular policy and no other shall be 
allowed, and the people who should be most 
interested in its success are said to give for 
the sake of the missionaries, not because 
they approve of what is done. A great 
work is in danger because its leadors have 
‘lost their heads in theological partisanship. 








Mr. JoHN M. LANGSTON has left Virginia 
to make a stumping tour in support of 
ForRAKER in Ohio. He seems to feel that 
MAHONE has no use forhim, and the ‘‘cold 
shoulder” that has been turned to him by 
the “‘ boss” can hardly fail to have a chill- 
ing effect upon the colored voters, at least 
inthe Petersburg district. LANGSTON in- 
sisted upon running for Congress last 
year against the wishes of MAHONE, 
who did not think the time had 
come when the district should be 
represented by a negro. He accordingly 
put a candidate of his own in the field 
with the result of having a Democrat “ re- 
turned” as clected, though LANGSTON pro- 
poses to contest for theseat, The latter 
was willing to be reconciled to MAHONE 
and help in his canvass if the “ boss” 
would agree to use his influence to assist in 
getting the coveted seat from the Repub- 
lican majority in the House. Having de- 
liberately set out to defeat the colored 
candidate last Fall, MAHONE is not dis- 
posed tuo help turn the defeat into 
victory now. Lanaston goes off feeling 
that he has been rebuffed. and his treat- 
ment can hardly failto have effect upon 





the colored vete, which is MAHONE’s main 
reliance. It does not look like shrewd 
‘pelitics for the “‘boss,” bat he seems to 
count upon the colored vote as safely Re- 
publican in any event, and to be reaching 
out for white support. It looks very much 
as though his vaulting ambition would o’er- 
leap itself. 


NEWS FROM ABROAD. 


Rome, Oct. 15.—A banquet was given to 
Prime Minister Crispi at Palermo last night. 
. Forty-nine Senators and 140 members of the 
Chamber of Deputies were present. Signor 
Crispi delivered. an address, in which-he de- 
clared that 16 was necessary to combat all 
persons, high or low, who were seeking 
to undermine the paises edifice of Italy. The 
temporal power of the Pope, spewan it had 
existed for centuries, had marked only a transi- 
tion period. Rome existed before it and would 
continue to exist without it. Complaints or 
threats, either from home or abroad, would 
have no effect. He declared unassailable the. 
utterance of King Humbert that Rome forms 
an integral part of Italy, just as law forms a 
part of the modern world, 

After asserting that the Pope possessed per- 
fect religious liberty and was only restricted, 
and less harshly than in_ other Catholic States, 
from encroaching upon the sphere of national 
right which is the right of reason, Signor Crispi 
exclaimed: “Let the Church, which is now free, 
now endeavor to frighten Prometheus with the 
thunderbolts of heaven. Our task is to fightin 
the cause of reason.” 

He next touched upon the subject of Anarch- 
ism, which, he said, was easier to combat than 
the Church. He appealed to all men of ad- 
vanced but reasonable ideas to separate openly 
from the creators of disorder, national discord, 
and social disorganization, who were preterd- 
ve ig represent the ideas of Mazzini and Garti- 

PaRIs, Oct. 15.—M. Spruller, Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, to-day received Signor Ressman, 
the Italian Envoy. In the course of the inter- 
view Signor Ressman alluded to Signor Crispi’s 
speech at Palermo, and assured the Foreign 
Minister of Italy’s pacitic sentiments.

INVESTIGATING THE OOLLISION. 

ALBANY, Oct. 15.—The State Kailroad Com- 
mission to-day began its inquiry Into the fatal 
collision between two sections of the night ex- 
press near Yosts Sept. 27. Allen Patten, the 
rear trainman of the first section, said he 
jumped from his train and started back before 
it came to a standstill. William R. Wicks, the 
engineer of the first section, said he felt a little 
steam escaping, and then the éngine would not 
work. One of the rules of the company is that 
when an accident occurs on a curve the engineer 
must endeavor to get on the open or straight 
track, Mr. Wicks took issue with Joshua 
Sults, who put up the signboards at Yosta. 
Suits said that train No. 16 passed Yosts, going 
east, at 11:35 o'clock, and the first section of the 
express, going west, at 11:26 o’clock. Mr. 
ieee said the first section and No. 16 met at 

osts. 

Suits swore that the second section went by 
Yosts at 11:35. Conductor Abell of the first 
section said it was just 11:43 o’clock when the 
trains met. He was the only one who had 
looked at his watch. John Slater, fireman on 
the second section, asserted that the signboard 
at Yosts read 11:31 as the time of the first sec- 
tion when his train passed. He gave the time 
to Engineer Horth. 

Mr. Horth’s testimony was taken in the hos- 
pital, where he is still confined. When he 
passed Yosts he read the indicator of the time 
of the section ahead as 11:36. He said that he 
saw the rear end of the train ahead before he 
saw Trainman Patten. The distance then was 
not less than 500 nor More than 1,000 feet be- 
tween them. The second section was running 
thirty-eight or torty miles an hour, and from 
twelve to fifteen when she struck.

transferred their entire wholesale business and 
all their real estate and busivess houses 
to H. B. Claflin & Co. of New-York 
in consideration of $350,500. The retail 


establishment was transferred to Isaac Heiden- 
heimer of Galveston for $50,000. Their in- 
terest in the whole establishment of W. 8. 
Blackshear & Co. was transfered to James 1. 
Moore of Waco for $16,000. Business neces- 
sities drove them to this action. Their indebted- 
ness is estimated at over $1,000,000. 

The firm of rE Solomon & Rosenthal. 
was composed of R. Lessing, M. N. Rosenthal 
J. A. Solomon, and A. Cohen. They owned two 
immense establishments here and considerable 
real estate. Their retail establishment 
was one of the largest in Texas. The 
firm had been doing business in Waco 
for ten years. They were also heavy handlers 
of cotton, exporting yearly from 10,000 to 
50,000 bales direct to Liverpool. The notes and 
accounts of the firm to the amount of $450,000 
have been turned over to Leo Frank as trustee 
for the benefit of creditors.

The liveliest primaries for the election of deh 
egates to the local nominating conventions in 
which Brooklyn Republicans have participated 
for many years were held last night in every 
ward in that city. The most exciting contests 
were in the Seventh and Twentieth Wards, 
where was to be decided the question of the next 
Senator from the Third District. In beth these

As soon a8 the polls opened 
a long line of voters was formed, but no “ float« 
ers” turned up. When the polls eslosed at § P, 
M. there had been 1,021 bailots cast for dele 
gates to each of the conventions. 

This made it necessary to count over 5,000 
tickets, and at midnight the work had only just 
begun.

The appointment by President Harrison of 
Gen. Michael Kerwin as Collector of Internal 
Revenus forthe Second District of New-York 
bauses no little astonishment to the many pecple 
who are aware that Kerwin was removed from 
the service of the New-York Post Office for in- 
subordination and neglect of duty. Kerwin 
entered the service of the Post Oflice as a clerk 
in the registry department and was gradually 
advanced until he became Assistant Superin- 
tendent of ‘that department. In the Summer 
ort 1882 Kerwin went to Bordentown, N. J., ona 
visit, and while there broke one of his legs. He 


was then taken to a Philadelphia hospital, 
where he remained for three months, his ex- 
penses being defrayed by people connected 
with the Post Office. 

When he recovered, sufficiently, Kerwin re- 
ported for duty in the registry department. In 
& little while after this, Mr. William J. Russell, 
Superintendent of the registry department, 
noticed that Kerwin was doing his work nexli- 
gently, and called him to account, This enraged 
Kerwin, and he replied, with profanity, that he 

- would Go as he pleased, and would not permit 
Russell to dictate to him. The matter was re- 
ferred to Mr. Thomas L. James, who was then 
Postmaster for New-York, andample opportunl- 
ty was afforded Kerwin to makean apolugy. But 
he refused to do this, and s0 he was finally re- 
moved by Mr. James on the grounds already 
-atutioned. 

Gen. Kerwin has been prominent in Irish Re- 
publican circles for twenty years and took an 
active partin the formation of the Irish Land 
League in NewYork City ten years ago, When he 
left the New-York Post Office he took charge of 
the business department of the Jabdlet, a Cath- 
olic weekly newspaper of New-York, of which 
he subsequently became editor and proprietor. 


Mr, John M. Langston of Virginia, the colored 
man who ran for Congress last Fall in the 
Petersburg district, but who was beaten be- 


cause Mahoue nominated a white candidate to 
divide the Republican vote and elected a Demo- 
crat, ison his way to Ohio to speak for Foraker. 
If Langston will only speak as freely in Ohio 
about Republican methods in Virginia as he 
does in Washington he may be able todo Fora- 
ker almost as much harm as Mr. Halsteaa, Mr. 
Sherman, and Gen. Grosvenor have done, and 
help elect Mr. Campbell, of whom Sherman and 
Grosvenor have spoken in such complimentary 
terms, 

Langston will ask the Republicans in Con- 
gress to give him the seat to which the Govern- 
or of Virginia has certified that E. C. Venable 

‘is apparently entitled. Mahone has never 
manifested any disposition to forgive Langston 
for having presumed to be a candidate in oppo- 
sition to the will of the ‘‘boss.”” When the Nor- 
folk Convention was held and Langston. failed 
to appear and prostrate himself before the boss, 
it was predicted that the negro vote in the 
Fourth District would be withheld from Mahone. 
On Sept. + Langston wrote a letter in which he 
reasserted his luyalty to the Republican Party, 
and expressed his determination to stand by it. 
This was widely circulated by Mahoue as proof 
of Langston’s submission, and a speeoh, general 
in its tone and not at ali personal to Mahone, 
was referred to as further proof that he had 
ceased resistance to Mahone’s dictation. 

In a long interview in to-day’s Star Langston, 
who appears to have just discovered that he 
was being “played,” lets out his feelings freely. 
He says: ‘“*Mr. Mahone’s policy seems to be, if 
I may make a word for the occasion, ore to 
Democratize the Republican party 1n Virginia 
He waats to drive the negro into obscurity, 
giving him no countenance or recognition, that 
he may gather around him white Democrats 
who are willing to get what they can out of the, 
Republican Party if the negrois putdown. He 
is trying to drive out and put down the negro 
for pelug a negro.” He describes at length his 
attempts to meet Mahone and reach an agree- 
ment with him by which Mahone would prom- 
ise to help him in his Congressional contest i 
he would speak for Mahone. Mahone dodged 
him, he compiains, and sent all his communica- 
tions to him by “negro understrappers.” 

Last Friday he met Representative Bowden, 
Col. Lumb, and Col. Waddell and told them 
that he was ready to take hold and help carry 
the State; that Mahone bad attacked him on 
acoount of his color and the curl of his hair, 
apd ina speech had declared he would fight 
against his going to Congress because the time 
had not come when the Petersburg district 
could be represented by anegro. ‘‘In view of 
this,” says Langston, **I told Bewden, Lamb, 
aud Waddell that there was one condition 
upon which I should enter the canvass. They 
had received my letter and issued it as a cam- 
paign document. Now, what I wanted was an 
Invitation to take the stump in the State for 
Mahone, advising my people to work for him, 
with the distinct agreement that he should 
cease fighting mein the contest for my seat in 
the House on account of my color. I did not 
Want any unusual consideration given me; 1 
did not want any assistance to get that seat if I 
Was not entifled to it under the law. 

“All I wanted,I tola them, was a distinct 
agreewent thatif my lawyers proved beyond 
doubt that [was elected Mahone and the Re 

ublican Committee should not fight me merely 

ecause I was a negro. 1 wanted no peculiar fa- 
vors on account of my race, but I did not want 
to be deprived of justice upon no other grounds 
than that I was a@negro. I declared my inten- 
tion to stand by the 15,000 peeple who had 
voted for me, and said 1 would not agree to 
work to give Manone more power to use against 
me andmy people. My demand was simple. 
Is was that he agree not to use against the 
negroes the power he gotfromthem. I asked 
no favors. I wanted only a pledge that my peo- 
ple should be honestly dealt with.” 

Mahone’s lieutenants thought it would not do 
te agree to Langston’s prepositions. So he de- 
cided to go to Ohio to speak for Foraker and 
Lp pee to tell Republican negroes in Ohio how 

ittle negroes need expect for being Republicans, 

Tol. York Harris, a Virginia negro, who tele- 
graphed him from Petersburg to ask if he had 
made any arrangement fur canvassing Vir- 
gxinia, he replied: *‘No arrangements made, 
I demanded invitation with assurances that 
Mahone cease his opposition to me on account 
of my color as regards my seat in Congress. 
Committee would not accept my conditions. I 
shall stand by 15,000 Republicans who elected 
me although [ama negro. Lamon my way to 
Ohio to piead for Foraker.” 


Some of the Washington observers who have 
been noting the progress of Mr.;Biaine’s excur- 
sion party of delegates to the International 


Congress, and wondering how it has happened 
that vicious free traders have been permitted to 
prick the subsidy bubble with their impertanent 
suggestions, are disposed to give a reason that 
Manager Curtis ought promptly todeny. These 
yentlemen recall the fact that in 1884, when 
Gen. Arthur was seeking arenomination and 
Mr. Blaine was endeavoring to get the dele- 
gates that Arthur wanted, the President made 
Mr. W. E. Curtis the advance agent and tall 
keeper of his campaign. Mr. Curtis claime 
everything up to the time that Blaine was nom- 
inated. His conjectures were always in ad- 
vance of the actual strength of his candidate. 
After the convention the President rewardea 
Mr. Curtis for his services as a boomer by ap- 
ointing him Secretary of the South American 
ommission. Later on he became a Commis- 
piover, and the report he wrote, largely de- 
voted to the advocacy of steamship subsidies, 
has recently beenreproduced. It does not seem 
to be a reasonable notion, but it has been sug- 
gested thas the introduction of free trade 
speakers, at different points, with such promi- 
nenee as to invite ridicule and annoyance, may 
be a part of ascheme to bring into disrepute Mr.

SHERIFF HERRING’S DILEMMA. 

PATERSON, N. J., Oct. 15.—A deep shadow has 
fallen upon the friendship which prevailed be- 
tween Judge Van Valen and Prosecutor Camp- 
bell, the bosses of the Democratic Party in 
Bergen County, N.J., on the one hand, ana Sheriff 
Tunis C. Herring of the same county. For the 
last three years Mr. Herring has been looking 
forward to this Fall as the time when he was 
surely to be nominated and elected to the office 


of Sheriff. He has been the deputy of Sheriff 
Nicholas ( Demarest, who was killed a few 
weeks’ ago at tbe Erie Railroad crossing at 
Ratherfora., 

Early—very early—the next morning County 
Judge Van Valen and Prosecutor Campbell held 
ameeting and drew up and signed a recom- 
mendation to the Governor that he immediately 
appoine Deputy Sheriff Herring to succeed 
Sheriff Demarest until the ensuing Fall election, 
when the office would have to be filled for the 
fullterm of three years by a popular election. 
This sui Mr. Herring exactly, and when the 
Governor commissioned him to fill the unex- 
pired term it was considered by himself and by 
his friends as almost equivalent to assuring 
him of the nomination by his party this Fall. 

But Henry Cooper of Englewood, a leading 
Democrat of Bergen County, who is an aspirant 
tor the nomination, was greatly vexed at the 
way 12 which Herring had stolen a march on 
him, and be has been looking into the law of the 
matter.

THOMAS ASHWELL. 

Thomas Ashwell of Ashwell & Co., 30 Broad- 
Street, bankers and commission brokers, died 
Monday evening at his residence, 38 East 
Twenty-sixtb-street. On Saturday afternoon, 
while he was driving his trotting mare, Lady 
Boone, in Central Park, he suddenly became 
sick. He hailed two gentlemen who. were 


in a victoria close by, told them he 
felt a strange numbness creeping over him, 
and asked them, as his mare was 
very spirited, to be kind enough to 
keep close to him for a few minutes lest he 
should lose control of the animal. They did so,, 
and in a few minutes Mr. Ashwell’s mare dashed 
forward, but was caught by the victoria, which 
immediately followed in pursuit, The gentle- 
men took Mr, Ashwell, who was by this time 
unconscious, from his wagon and drove him to 
hishome, He had only two brief intervals of 
consciousness from thetime he was stricken 
until his death. 

Mr. Ashwell was born in London, England, in 
1835 and came to this country in 1844, In 
early life he and his brother, W. C. Ashwell, e2- 
gaged incommercial pursuits. In 1870 they 
visited England, where they heard of gold dis- 
coveries in South Africa, In that year they 
went to Cape Town and eee thence to 
the diamond diggings at Kimberly, where they 
were 80 successful that they were known as the 
luckiest miners in the camp. They remained 
there for four years, and in 1874 they 
returned to this city. A year or two later they 
bought out the Chicago Meat Preserving Com- 
yeny and ran it profitably fortwo years, and 
hen they eStablished the present business. Mr. 
Ashwell, who was unmarried, leaves a fort- 
une of about $500,000, which will go to his 
brother. He was a member of the Consolidat ad 
Exchange, the Chicago Board of Trade, the 
Union League Club, and the Gentlemen’s Driv- 
ing Association. : 


ERASTUS D. CULVER. 

Erastus D, Culver, who was the second Judge 
of the City Court of Brooklyn, serving from 
1854 to 1861, died on Sunday at his homein 
Greenwich, N. Y. He was eighty-seven years 
old, and was born at Whitehall, Washington 


County. He went to the Assembly from that 
aistrict, and in 1840 his constituents sept him to 
Congress. President Lincoln G Sv igter him 
Minister to Peru in 1862, and he held that post 
for eight years.

castle, under Robert Stephenson, and in the large 
iron works of South Wales. For twenty-seven 
years he held the position of chief locomotive engi- 
neer tothe Ureat Western Railway, and he served 
as Chairman of the Board of Directors of that com- 
pany. He was one of the shareholders of the steam- 
ship Great Eastern. He was elected to Parliament 
for Crickdale in 1865, and about the same time he 
became Chairman of the Telegraph Construction 
and Maintenance Company and @ Director in the 
Anglo-American Cable Company. The dignity of 
@ Baronet was conferred upon him after the laying 
of the Atlantic Oable, Nov. 13,1866. He was a dis. 
tinguished Mason. 

The funeral services of George W. Gibson, who 
died last Sunday, were held yesterday at his resi- 
dence, 224 Schenck-avenue, Brooklyn. The Mexi- 
can War League, of which he was Vice President, 
aud Washington Camp, No. 1, followed his body to 
Evergreen Cemetery. Mr. Gibson was born in 
1820.

FUSION TICKETS PROBABLE 


AOW THE JERSEY OITY RING 

WILL BE FOUGHT. 

INDEPENDENTS AND REPUBLICANS 
LIKELY TO UNITE—THE WAIL OF 
A SO-CALLED “ ORGAN.” 


The anti-ring Democratic County Convention 
for Hudson County, N. J., will meet in Crane’s 
Hall, Hoboken, at 3 o’clock to-morrow after- 
noon to nominate county officers. The Repub- 
lican County Convention will meetin Odd Fel- 
lows Hall, Hoboken, at the same hour. The 
two conventions will confer through eommit- 
tees, and it is fully expected on both sides that 
an agreement on a single ticket will be reached. 

The anti-ring Democratic General Committee’ 
met in Jersey City last evening to give out the 
credentials and make final arrangements for 
the convention. It has been agreed that Patrick 
Sheeran shall be temporary Chairman, 

The committee spent some time in consider- 
ing written suggestions of Charles Pinnell of 
North Bergen to secure honest primaries and 
elections, and several speeches were made on 
the gross frauds on the ballot box that are 
practiced regularly in Jersey City. Mr. Pinnell 
proposes tu enforce the paymentof the poll 
tax and use its proceeds te pay the expenses of 
primaries and elections, The subject was final- 
ly referred to a committee, to be brought before 
fhe County Convention. 

Judge Rankin read an extract from the Jer- 
sey City Argus suggesting that he (Rankin) 
ought to be removed from versey City, even if 
he had to be drugged, stowed in a box, and 
Shipped across the ocean. The Judge declared 
the suggestions meant murder, and that the 
state of things must be very desperate when a 
ring organ talked in that way. He said he 


should pwosecute the paper, but not through | 


the courts of Hudson County, where justice 
could not be had. 

Yesterday was the first day of registration in 
Jersey City, and butone day (Oct. 31) now re- 
Mains in which names may be registered. Usu- 
ally the names of voters are copied from one 
year’s registry list to another, but this year the 
ohange in voting precincts prevents their being 
copied. It was found yesterday that the ring 
Democracy had been to the old lists, 
in the hauds of the City Clerk, 
copied out the names that they desire 
to have registered, arranged them according to 
the new precincts in which the men will vote, 
and had them registered. It was charged in 
last night’s meeting that this method is irregu- 
lar, but it will doubtiess stand. It indicates 
that the ringsters have stolen a march on their 
opponents. Itis one of the ways in which the 
professional politician, who is of course under 
city or county pay, gets an advantage over the 
amateur and voluutary worker. 

The assessment tigures printed in yesterday’s 
TIMES were the subject of some discussion. It 
was asserted that the Fourth District, to which 
the great addition in valuation was made, has 
not improved so mucn as others during the last 
year; that a great deal of property was for sale 
and to let there, and that owners could not 
realize 3 per cent. on their holdings. On 
the other hand, the Sixth District, in which 
the real estate valuations have been decreased 
by the Assessors, has grown very rapidly dur- 
ing the year and many buildings of a substan- 
tial character have been erected. The only 
conclusion from the statements is that the As- 
sessors, or Tax Commissioners as they are now 
called, have exercised great partiality and that 
their work is the embodiment of injustice. 

The Republican primaries were held on Mon- 
day evening, and delegates were chosen to the 
County and Assemblv District Conventions. 
These delegates include many leading Repub- 
licans, among them ex-Mayor Collins, Post- 
master Dickinson, Judge Seymour, and others, 
who have been in negotiation With the anti- 
ring Democrats to bring about the selection of 
fusion local tickets. 

The #vening Journal showed its teeth last 
evening by declaring against any kindof fusion, 
and slurring the prominent and active Repub- 
licans. It said, in speaking of the primaries: 

“Upto the present time the Kepublicans have 
searched for no candidates for these [county] offices, 
and have done little but talk of a fusion with the 
few disgruntied Democrats in the county. There 
seems to be no head or body ® the party in this 
county. 

“On all sides we hear earnest condemnation from 
old, staunch Republicans of the proposal to enter, 
into any fusion or ‘cahoot’ with the disgruntle 

Democrats. Kepublicans who are willing to come 
out and work and vote foraclean, strong, Repub- 
hican ticket will lose all interest in the election if 
they are forced to choose between a ticket thatis 
all Democratic or haif Democratic. They don't feel 
satisfied to vote for any Democrat for Governor, or 
Senator, or Assemblyman, or any political office, 
and they just won’t. 

“It is simply impossible to hope that the Repub- 
licang can gain anything legislatively by making 
any fusion with any Democratic faction. ‘The 
‘kicking’ Democrats are not going to vote for any 
Republican candidates for the Legislature; if they 
Say they will do it they won’t really do any such 
thing. If they can fool any Republican into voting 
for their candidates for the Legislature, or for Free- 
holders, of course they will be delighted, but there 
will be no conipensatory voting for the benetit of 
the Republican Party.” 

These declarations are of some interest, not 
only because they are the so-called Republican 
organ’s defiance of the Republican leaders, or- 
ganization, and people, but also because they 
differ very materially from the Journals views 
on another occasion. Eleven years ago there 
was, as there is now, & movement 
on foot by Democrats to overthrow 
the Democratic Generai Committee. Democrats 
then united with Republicans, as they _ 
to unite now, to accomplish the task. bat 
movement succeeded. Thé Journal’s staff was 
not then paid salaries by the city through the 
favor of a Democratic ring, as it now is, 
and that paper was accordingly favorable 
to the Kepublican-Democratic coalition. The 
next day after the election, Wednesday, Nov. 
6, 1878, it celebrated the coalition victory with 
allits might. Its half column of headlines de- 
clared: “‘the General Commitay Squelched— 
The Victory Won by Republicans and Inde- 
pendent Democrats—A Reform that is Reform,” | 
and much more to the same effect. Its article 
on the subjeet was (in part) as follows: 

“The result of the election in this county and 
Congressional @istrict yesterday will be a surprise 
to the people, but only as to the magnitude of the 
victory. won by the combined efforts of Repub- 
licans snd independent Democrats, who would not 
submit to the insolent dictation of the Democratic 
General Committee nor sanction its corrupt doings, 
To well-informed, observing citizens it has been tor 
several days obvious thata rebuke was in store for 
that arrogant and corrupt committee, of the sever- 
ity of which they did not dream. 

“A very large share of the credit'for winning this 
splendid victory should be awarded to those Demo- 
crats who had the courage to openly attack the 
tyrannical Committee and rebuke its assumptious. 
They have crushed the insolent faction whica op- 
pressed and sneered at them and can now proceed 
to purify and reorganize the Democracy. The re- 
sult will, it is hoped, prove a salutary warning to 
those who attempt to secure nominations against 
the will of the people, by the ase of 
caucus machinery controlled by rings and: cliques 
and aided by direct or indirect bribery. It has 
demonstrated that a nomination by a party which 
is in a majority is not always equivalent to an elec- 
tion: There will probably bein the future less of 
ballot-box stuffing at Democratic primaries and 
less of ‘dummy’ representation in Democratic con- 
ventions. Mr. Winfield and his coworkers thay 
congratulate themselves that they have adminis. 
tered a deserved and effective castigation to those 
who flouted their advice aud refused them any re- 
dress ef grievances. 

**We think this election will have a beneficial in. 
fluence on the future of the Democratic Party in 
Hudson Oounty. Those prominent Democrats who 
weukly yielded their honest convictions te the press- 
ure of mere party machinery and gave their sup- 

ort to the ticket will no doubt now hi ab that 
Prey haa not. adopted a more manly and independent 
course. They will learn from the humiliation 
which has fallen upon them that it is better and 
wiser to be right than to be partisan with those who 
are inthe wréng. Tothe Republicans of Hudson 
County the resuits are especially gratifying. * * * 
This victory has been fairly and honorably won.”’ 

There was far less reason for Democratic re- 
volt against Democratic rulers in 1878 than 
there isin 1889. The Democratic General Com- 
mittee of that time was composed of men far 
superior to those of the present committee. 
But that committee was overthrown, and 
Democratic management was for a short 
time put in the hands of the party’s 
best men. The time for another  up- 
setting has certainly come, but this time 
finds the Evening Journal on the other side, 
The ring has placated it with office and favors, 
The coalition of Republicans and independent 
Democrats this year will have to make their 
tignt without it. But the prospects for a vic- 
tory of even greater importance than that of 
1878 are believed to be bright.

THE AOT UPHELD. 

The New-Jersey Supreme Court yesterday de- 
clared the act reorganizing the Boards of Free. 
holdersin Hudson and Essex Counties to be 
constitutional and effective. The notification 
came from Chief Justice Beasley, who says that 
the decision is unanimous on the partof the 
Judges. The act reduces the number of Freehold- 
ers from twenty in Hudson and forty in Essex to 
ten in each county, withya Director at Large to 
act as presiaing officer. One Freeholderis to be 
chosen in each Assembly district next month, 
and the Director in each county by the people 
at large. 

The Director is a mere presiding officer, how- 
ever. He has no right to vote, not even to 
break’a tie, and he is so shorn of the usual pre- 
rogatives of a presiding officer that he is not to 
be allowed to appoint the committees. Each 
Freeholder will receive $1,200 per year, the Di- 
rector at Large $2,000 per year, and bonds in 
the sum of $15,000 are required from each 
member of the board.

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HE GRAIN ELEVATOR LAW 


SUSTAINED BY THE COURT OF 
APPEALS. 
SHE CONSTITUTIONALITY OF THE M’EVOY, 
ACT AFFIRMED—POINTS ON WHICH. 
THE DECISION IS BASED. 


ALBANY, N. Y.. Oct. 15.—In tne case of The 
‘People against J. Tallman Budd a decision was 
handed down this morning by the Vourt of Ap- 
Peala affirming the judgment. ‘Judge Andrews 
wrote the opinion, which was concurred in by 
Judges Ruger, Earl, Danforth, and Finch. The 


decision says: 

“The principal question at issue is whether the 

McEvoy grain elevating law of 1888, fixing the 
‘maximum charge for une in, is valid and 
constitutional. It was undisputed that the defend. 
ant exacted a greater charge for elevating than the 
eum allowed 2 the act, and the verdictof guilty 
was justified. The validity of legislation which im- 
poses burdens and restrictions upon the use and 
enjoyment of property and the restraint put upon 
personal conduct, which seriously impairs the 
value of such property and abridges freedom of 
action, is ee by none to some extent, but 
euch legis ation may often be arbitrary and not 
peace. and the court in several hotable instances 
a8 vindicated individual rights against ng age and 
arbitrary legislation. Grain elevators are in every 
sense common carriers, and therefore can properly 
be placed under legislative jurisdiction.” 

The opinion concludes by saying: 

‘We are of the opinion that the statute of 1888 
is constitutional asa whole, and that although it 
may comprehend cases which, standing alone, 
might not justify legislative interference, yet they 
must be governed by the generalrule. We rest the 
power of the Legielature to control and regulate 
elevator charges on the nature and extentof the 
business, the existence of a virtual monopoly. the 
benefit derived from the canal creating business 
and making it possible, the interest to trade and 
commerce, the relation of business to prosperity 
and the welfare of the State, and the practice of 
legislation in analogous cases. he police 
power may be used for illegitimate ends, although 
De court can say that the fundamental law has 
been violated. There 1s a remedy at the polls, aud 
it is an efficient remedy if at the bottom legislation 


under it is oppressive and unjust. A remedy by. 


taking away the power of the Legislature to act at 
all would, indeed, be radical and complete, but the 
moment the police power is destroyed or curbed by 
rules a danger 1s introduced into oursystem which 
would be far greater than the resuits from an occa- 
sional departure by the Legisjature trom the cor- 
rect principles of government.” 

Judge Gray wrote the dissenting opinion, 
which Judge Peckham concurs in. This opin- 
ion holds the McEvoy law to be nneonstitu- 
tional as legislating against individual rights 
anda property. The fact thatelevators owned 
by individuals are necessary to the pursuit of 
commerce dows not sigaify that they should be- 
come the subject of legislative control as to 
charges. Concluding, the opinion reads: 

“This act, in my opinion, was an unconstitu- 
tional exercise of power by the Legislature. Such 
legislation was not demanded by the general wel- 
fare, and it violates the social compact under which 
we live. It is against such legislalion that the con- 
stitutional guarantee was framed, and that judicial 
power was intended by the Constitution to aiford 
protection to the individual. I think the judgment 
shonld be reversed and the appellant discharged.”’ 

In the cases of the People ex rel. Edward An- 
men, appellant, against Andrew Walsb, Police 
Justice, of Brooklyn, and Clark D. Rhinehart, 
Sheriff of Kings County, respondents, and the 
People ex rel. F. E. Pinto, appellant, against the 
Bame respondents, which involve the same 
questions as the Budd case, the court also af- 
tirmed the judgment on the gtounds given in 
the first opinion. Judge Peckham wrote the 
dissenting opinion in these two cases, in which 
Judge Gray concours. Jidge Peckham says 
there is no satisfactory ground upon which 
power may be based to regulate or limit the 
price of transportation by a common carrier 
who is a private individual who has not re- 
ceived any privileges of any Kind from the State. 
His conclusions are: 

“ The legislation under consideration is not only 
‘vicious in its nature, communistic in its tendency, 
and, in my belief, wholly inefficient to permanently 
obtain the result aimed at, but it is an illegal ettort 
to interfere with the lawtul privilege of the indi- 
vidual to seek;and obtain such compensation as he 
can for the uss of his own property, where he 
neither asks nor receives from the sovereign power 
any special right or immunity not given to and pos- 
seased by every other citizen, and where he has not 
devoted his property to any public use within the 
meaning of the law.”

THE GRAIN MEN DISSATISFIED. 

A prominent member of the New-York Prod- 
uce Exchange, and one of the largest grain 
shippers in this city, who has taken an active 
interest.in the trade’s opposition to the McEvoy 
Elevator bill, said last evening: 

‘‘ This final decision sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of the bill was discussed very freely 
and very excitediy by the grain men ot the 
Produce Exchange to-day, and the general 

opinion was that this settles the matter as far 
as litigation todefeat the obnoxious law goes. 
It was suggested that the case might be taken 
to the United States Supreme Court, and the 
fairiy-general opinion was that tat court 
might give us a favorable decision, but it 
was generally held that the matter was one 
within the State purely, and that it should be 
treated accordingly. Every one was sure of one 
thing, that the decision should have been ren- 
dered long ago, and that the delay indicated 
that there must have been & very sharp dissen- 
sion among the Judges over the question of the 
law’s constitutionality. [ may add that now, 
more than ever, the grain men of this State are 
of the opinion that Gov. Hill's action through- 
out the whole history of this legislation 
has been demagogish. He favored the bill 
from the start, in order to secure the support 
ot the canal boatmen, and while he gave a po- 
lite hearing tothe Produce Exchange’s dele- 
gations which went to Albany in order to show 
bim where the bill was wrong in law and inju- 
rious in effect, it was plain to them all the time 
that he bad already made up his mind to sign 
the bill, and that they were only wasting their 
time. 

“The McEvoy Grain Elevator bill fixed the 
charges for dischargiug, weighing, and loading 
grain at five-eighths of a cent per bushel. The 
elevator charges originally were 1.6 cents 

er bushel, divided as follows: For discharg- 

ng, one-half cent a bushel, which was paid for 

by the boatmen; for weighing, one-halr centa 
bushel, paid for by the owners, and for loading, 
six-tenths of a cent, paid for by foreign vessels, 
It was the charges for discharging and weigh- 
ing that we objected to particularly. The steam- 
ships did not mind the charge for loading, be- 
cause that was simply charged to the grain. 
The McEvoy bill reduced the charges for un- 
loading from oue-hali cent a bushel to five-six- 
teenths of a ceat, and the charges for trimming 
to the exact cost of what the elevators had to 
pay. Altogether it made a difference in our 
charges of about three-quarters of a cent a 
bushel. The elevators tried one or two 
methods of getting even, but finally agreed 
to get round the law by charging one- 
half cent a bushel for transportation. This 
was done by mutual agreement between the 
sbippers and the elevators aud ithbas thus far 
worked satisfactorily, but the objection to this 
method is thatitis alittle illegal. As a matter 
of fact the elevators provide no transportation 
and consequently have no right to charge for 
any. Atauvy time the legal question might be 
raised by somebody who has becn paying these 
charges, and if he brings suit I don’tsee how 
the defendant is going to have any case. I be- 
lieve all these so-called transportation charges 
eould be recovered by law atany time. —~ 

“The only thing we now have to do is to 
secure the repeal of the law. It is possible to 
evade it by having steamships in New-York City 
loaded by floating elevators which belong in 
New-Jersey, but this is a clumsy device and 
would not be eutirely satisfactory. But an 1m- 
portant trade like the grain trade of New-York 
City must not be conducted by such 
methods. We must have the law re- 
pealed and we expect to do it sooner 
or later; perhaps this year, but certainly 
within a couple of years. The committees 
which visited Gov. Hill in opposition to the bill 
represented one hundred millions of dollars of 
property, and such vast interests are not going 
to rest quietly under the restrictions of so un- 
just alaw. In the .meantime, of course, the 
trade will get around it in some way. If the 
present method of doing so prove at any time 
to be afailure there are others which will be 
tried to advantage.”

THE OWNSR OF THE THISTLE, 


MR. BELL REGRETS THAT THERE CAN BE 
NO RACES FOR THE AMERICA’S OUP. 


Mr. James Bell, owner of the Scotch cutter 
Thistle, sails for England to-day in the Teu- 
tonic with his wife. Hehas been in the city 
only a few days, having arrived last week on 
the City Of Rome, and his visit had no yachting 
significance, although it is quite certain that it 
would have been of great concern to the yacht- 
ing public, and to the New-York Yacht Club 
especially, if it were not for the present deed 
of gift which governs the America’s Cup, held 
by this club, 

Mr. Bell was interviewed at the Windsor 


Hotel yesterday afternoon, and, while out of 
eourtesy to the New-York Yacht Club he did 
not feel inclined to discuss the document which 
stands in the way of an international yacht 
race, he asked if it would not have been a cour- 
teous action if the New-York Yacht Club had 
consulted with the leading clubs or club of Eng- 
land before it adopted a new deed to strive to 
formulate such a deed as would be acceptable 
to English as well as American clubs. Mr. Bell 
was very emphatic in his expressions of regard 
for the New-York Yacht Club on account of the 
courtesies it has extended to him, and would 
not critieise any action it has taken in regard 
to international races, but he expressed regret 
that the conditions are such as to interfere with 
the meeting of English and American yachts to 
reveal the progress made by each country in 
yacht designing, construction, and sailing, and 
in order to make @ comparison between them. 

He said that he would now be unable to chal- 
lenge again for the America’s Cup, if he desirea 
todo so under the présent deed, for the new 
deed compels the challenge to be made by a 
recognized yacht club of a foreign country, and 
the leading clubs of England, he said, have 
taken a stand against the new deed. This makes 
the yachtsmen of England powerless to act in 
the matter of a race for the America’s Cup, and, 
as far as Mr. Hell is concerned, he does not at 
present intend to bring the Thistle here, unless 
she can race again for the trophy she failed to 
win before. 

Mr. Bell is now sole owner of the Thistle. 
When the yacht sailed against the Volunteer 
ehe was owned by a syndicate. As regards the 
changes which ithas been reported would be 
made in her, as, for example, altering her fore- 
foot to enable her to hola to windward, Mr. 
Bell said no changes would be made in her for 
racing. She will be altered somewhat for cruis- 
ing next Summer, but that is all 

Mr. Bell spoke of the Valkyrie, Lord Dunra- 
ven’s new seventy-footer, in high terms, and 
said he thinks her a success as aracing boat. 
She may perhaps come to America next season, 
he sald, but not to sail for the America’s Cup. 





A SAVING OF $47,000. 


THAT IS SHOWN BY A REPORT BY SUPER- 
VISOR KENNY OF THE CITY RECORD. 


A report was made by Supervisor W. J. 
Kenny of the Cily kecord yesterday respecting 
the condition of the appropriation tor “ print- 
ing, stationery, and blankbooks” for the cur- 
rent year. It showed thatif the Board of Esti- 
mate had appropriated $218,000, as was sug- 
gested by the former Supervisor, Mr. Thomas 
Costigan, and had set apart $40,000 of that 
amount for the liquidation of arrears, the sum 
applicable to the procurement of printing 
books, &c., forthe several departments would 
have been $175,000. The Board of Estimate 
appropriated only $200,000. Deducting the 
arrearages of $40,000, as estimated by Super- 
visor Costigan, there remained only $160,000 
for the current account. Against this sum bills 
have now been incurred, but only a few paid, 
aggregating $120,000. This leaves $40,000 
with which to procure supplies for the re- 
mainder ot the year. 

Supervisor Kenny estimates that $14,000 will 
be sufficient, and that there will be a surplus 
of $26,000. This sum, he says, may be applied 
either to the liquidation of arrears of an equal 
amount, which he has discovered to be in exist- 
ence in addition to the $40,000 spoken of by 
Supervisor Costigan, or to the procurement of 
supplies for next year. It appears from the re- 
port that the necessary expenditure for print- 
lng, stationery, and blank books this year will 
be only $134,000. Last year, including the 
deficit, it was $182,000. In 1887, including 
the deficit, it was $173,000, and in 1886 it was 
$166,0C0, including the deficit. There will be 
therefore a saving of $47,000 from the ex- 
penditure of last year. This, the Supervisor 
says, is the result of Mayor Grant’s deter- 
mination that reports of the varivus depart- 
ments, when printed in pamphlet form, shail 
be printed from type set up for the City Record, 
thus saving the cost of resetting, and that the 
several departments should not have more sta- 
tionery, &c., than they really needed.

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‘PROGRESS OF FAIR WORK, 
2 —_-_-<.--—— 
A MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE ON SITE 
AND BUILDINGS. 


The meeting of the World’s Fair Committee 
on Site and Buildings in THe Times Building 
yesterday afternoon was an informal one, 80 
far as the record of it is concerned, but it is 
understood that some important steps were 
taken to push along the work. By general con- 
sent the meeting was held with closed doors. 
There were present Edward Cooper, Vice Chair- 
man; John Foord, Secretary; John Bogart, 
Prof. Charles F. Chandler, Joseph L C, Clarke, 


John D, Crimmins, William R. Grace, Arthur 
Leary, Isidor Straus, and W. MoM. Speer, Sec- 
retary of the General Committee. 

Various communications from property Own- 
ers were read and discussed, among them being 
the letter from Dwight H. Olmstead, who repre- 
sents 141 lots on Morningside Hill. The action 
taken in regard to Mr. Olmstead’s proposition 
was not made pubiic, but it was announced 
that various recommendations « ere formulated 
to be submitted to the committee at its next 
meeting, which will be held next Tuesday. 

Among. the letters and documents laia before 
thecommittee was a letter recently received by 
Mr. Towne from Messrs, Contamin, Charton, 
and FPierroir, engineers of metallic coustruc- 
tions for the Universal Exhibition of 1889 in 
Paris, saying that a full set of drawings of the 
metallic buildings at the Paris Exposition had 
been sent to him, and that an album of the final 
designs would soon be forwarded. 

The owners of about eight hundred and fifty 
lots have been heard from so far by the Com- 
mittee on Site and Buildings. The Assistant 
Secretary is preparing a condensed list of all 
the replies received to the circular to property 
owners. 

Simon Sterne yesterday offered at a reason- 
able rental sixteen lots in One Hundred and 
Eleventh and One Hundred and Twelfth streets, 
He was of the opinion that the exposition 
would do him more harm than good in a finan- 
olal way. 

Jordan L. Mott, as trustee, calied in person to 
offer the use of eighteen lots on the Grand Boul- 
evard, facing One Hundred and Twentieth and 
One Hundred and Tweuty-tirst streets. He had 
not yet communicated with all the owners 
whom he represented, but he felt sure that the 
property could be leased on reasonable terms.

The city of Washington in aspiring to have 
the World’s Fair of 1892 tindsa grain of com- 
fort in the uttwrances of one Rev. Cornelius M, 


Twing to the Washington Posi. Mr. Twing is 
represented by that paper as ‘‘a member of the 
committee of New- Yorkers appointed to aid in 
securing the exposition of 1892 for New-York 
City, and is one of the most wide-awake men on 
that committee.” This particularly ‘ wide- 
awake” gentleman agreeably unbosomed his 
convictions and unloaded his wisdom to the 
Washington paper. The pleasantest thing he 
said was in reply to the question as to whether 
New-York would give her influence to St. Louis 
as the place of the fair provided she failed to 
get it for herself. 

*Yhere is not the slightest likelihood of such 
athing,” replied Mr. I'wing. ‘That phase of 
the case has been carefully discussed by the 
committee, and it has been decided positiveiy 
that in case we find that New-York cannot 
seoure the honor all our influence shall be given 
for Washington.” 

For the benetit of those Washingtonians who 
are nanging their hopes on this thread it may 
be sald that the name of the Rev. Cornelius M. 
Twing does not appear'in the New-York City 
Directory; that he 1s not on any of the commit- 
tees appointed by Mayor Grant; that he is un- 
known to nearly every member of the Site Com- 
mittee, and finally, that a diligent search by a 
reporter tor THE TIMES has failed to discover 
him anywhere. The question now is, has Wash- 
ington created a myth or has a myth imposed 
on Washington? 


GEN. DUANE’S CASE, 


BIS ELIGIBILITY TO CIVIL OFFICE 


ARGUED IN COURT, 

The question of Gen. James C, Duane’s eligt- 
bility to hold the office of President of the 
Board of Aqueduct Commissioners was argued 
yesterday before the General Term of the Su- 
preme Court, which reserved its decision. Gen. 
Duane, having been Chief of Engineers of the 
United States Army, was retired on June 30, 
1888, on three-quarters pay. In August of the 
same year he was made an Aqueduct Commis- 


sioner. Proceedings were begun in the name of 
the State to determine whether he could hold 
the position, it being urged that under Chapter 
584 of the Laws of 1888 Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the Mayor could not hold Federal or 
other offices, «nd that Gen. Duane’s drawing 
three-quarters pay constituted him an officer on 
the Government pay ro!ls. 

The matter came before the General Term on 
an agreed case. James ©. Carter, who ap- 

eared for Gen. Duane, argued that he could, 
bn no sense be considered in the employ of the 
United states Government, as a sucessor to 
him had been appointed and was filling the of- 
fice which Gen. Duane formerly held. Agssist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Dean appeared in op- 
position.

MDERMOIT TO GRIGGS, 


AN OPEN LETTER ON THE NEW-JERSEY 
RAILROAD TAX QUESTION. 


The Hon, Allan L. McDermott has written an 
open [etter to the Hon. John W. Griggs, late 
State Senator from Passaic County, N. J., in an- 
swer to Mr. Griggs’s speech on railroad taxa- 
tion delivered in Trenton, Oot, 9. 

In that speeon Mr. Griggs attacked ex-Gov. 
Abbett sharply, and declared that he is not en- 
titled to the credit of the New-Jersey Railroad 
Taxation act passed during his administration, 
“In 1883,” sajd Mr. Griggs, “I introduced a 
dill in the Senate to provide for the taxation of 


railroad and canal companies before Abbett 
read his inaugural. That bill contained all the 
essentials of the present law, and the copy can 
now be seen on file at the State Library. It 
was discussed two days on the floor of the 
Senate. All papers contained abstracts, It did 
not pass, but the effort was made.” 

Mr. McDermott quotes this assertion, and at- 
tempts to show that Mr, orien did not really 
favor the legislation his bill embodied. He 
says that a bill for taxing the railroads was. in- 
troduced in the Democratic House of Assembly 
in 18838 and actually passed that body, and that 
it was to delay or defeat that bill in the Senate 
that Mr. Griggs introduced his measure, Mr. 
McDermott further says that any report from 
committee in the Senate on Mr. Griggs’s bill 
was delayed from Feb.19 to March 13, and 
then the report was adverse. He adds: 

“Now came your opportunity, Senator! The 
gentlemen who had ‘agreed’ has basely con- 
cluded to disagree. Did you rise and accuse 
them of a breach of good faith? if you did, the 
accusation was not heard, while the record 
shows that you ‘moved to lay the report of the 
committee over until the 19th of March,’ and 
the motion was agreed to. Evidently the pow- 
ers which were strong enough to break that 
‘agreement’ had whispered to the gentleman 
from Passaic that more delay was necessary. 
The Legislature was to adjourn sine die 
on March 23. One week’s more delay 
and the corporations would be free from 
equal taxation during the year of our 
Lord eighteen hundred and elghty-three. On 
the 19th of March the report was laid over un- 
til the 20th, on which date you had the sublime 
impudence to move to ‘recommit the bill.’ 
This was within three days of final adjourn- 
ment, That motion was too bald, and was 
voted down. You made no fufther motion, and 
the adverse report of the committee was never 
even submitted to a vote. There was no neces- 
sity for one. The ‘agreement’ had been shat- 
tered, and Senate bill 200 (Mr. Griggs’s) was 
laid away in the archives of the State.”

IN THE HOUSE OF DEPUTIES 


A FIELD DAY FOR CLERIOAL 
DEBATERS. 
A MOTION TO END THE REVISION OF 
THE PRAYER BOOK AT THE PRESENT 
SESSION LOST BY A CLOSE VOTE. 


A, field day was had yesterday in the Episcopal 
General Convention on the subject of liturgical 
revision. Following the reading of the morning 
prayer by the Rev. Robert 8. Barrett of Georgia 
the House of Deputies passed a vote of thanks 
to Mr. William W. Astor for faithful services 
as Treasurer of the General Convention, agreed 
to the appointment of a University Board 
of Regents for the promotion of ed- 
ucation under the auspices of the 
Church, listened to the reading of memorials 
of deceased members of the convention, re- 
ferred a number of memorials, petitions, and 
resolutions to appropriate committees, and 
unanimously adopted the following resolution, 
presented by a committee appointed by the 
General Convention of 1886 to memorialize 
Congress on the subject of divorce: 

Resolved, (The House of Bishops concurring,) 
that Congress be requested by this convention tv 
enact a uniform and stringent law reculating di- 
vorce within the District of Columbia and the 
Territories of the United States, and that its atten- 
tion is respectfully invited iu framing such a meas- 
ure tothe Report on Marriage and Divorce in the 
Tnited States, 1867 to 1856, by Carroll D. Wright, 


Commissioner of Labor, made in accordance with

The order of the day was the discussion on 
the preposition to defer all further action on 


the revision of the Prayer Book. The Rev. Dr. 
Huntington began the debate. He said tnat, as 
it appeared that it was the sentiment of the 
house to take up the question presented 
in the minority report, tnat the work 
of Prayer Book revision be brought to 
an end with this convention, he would with- 
draw his amendment made on Saturday, and 
apply himself to a consideration of the question 
i Rand. Permission for the withdrawal having 
been granted by the house, Dr. Huntington said 
he should divide his critical analysis of the dis- 
sertation contained in the minority report—ad- 
mittedly the ablest argument that had been or 
could be made in its behalt—into three divis- 
ions—first, rhetorical and redundant; second, 
erroneous; third, imaginative. 

With satirical emphasis Dr. Huntington read 
passage after passage from the report as illus- 
trating the tendency and disposition of its 
authors to befog a simple question in a multi- 
plicity of words. Four-fifths of the report, he 
argued, was made up of rhetoric and redun- 
dancy. With one-half of the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Liturgical Re- 
vision the minority agreed, while with 
the other half they agreed to disagree. 
Passing to his second point, Dr. Huntington 1n- 
sisted that it was erroneous to assert that the 
changes proposed in the report of the Commit- 
tee op Liturgical Revision were not complete. 
He called attention to the fact that early in 
the session he (Dr. Huntington) had introduced 
g resolution providing for the publication ofa 
standard Prayer Book in 1892. 

Upon the third, or imaginative, point he 
iwelt atlength Thestatement was made vy 
the minority that the Bishops of the Church 
were not in favor of any further revision of the 
Prayer Book. He was notin the secrets of the 
upper house, but he knew that the presiding 
Bishop, for one, was in favor of closing up the 
matter in the manner proposed by the speaker. 
Messages had come down from the House of 
Bishops day after day that they were engaged 
in the werk of revision. Another instance of 
imagination was the printed statement that 
** diocese after diocese” had protested against 
the centinuation of this work. As a matter of 
fact, as shown by the report of the committee, 
precisely five dioceses had gone on record in 
this matter. ; 

Dr. Huntington proceeded to picture an alle- 
gorical scene of the revision of the Prayer 
Book as the objectors would have it, not by the 
constitutional methods provided by the Caurch, 
but through the slow and complicated processes 
of the Anglican communion. The adoption of 
the proposition of the minority was uncalled 
for and unnecessary, he declared. 

At this point the gavel of the President fell, 
indicating that the time of the speaker had ex- 
pired. There were cries of ‘‘Go on!” all over 
the house. Dr. Huntington, who had stepped 
fown from the piatform, reascended and said: 
“Having systematically voted against the ex- 
tension of any speaker’s time in every General 
Conveution, [ must decline the courtesy ex- 
tended by the house, When a man cannot ex- 
press himself in the fifteen minutes he should 
return to the study of the English language.” 

The Rev. Daniel C. Roberts of New-Hamp- 
shire, read a resolution adopted by that diocese, 
instructing its deputation to vote in favor of 
Prayer Book revision. It had been argued that 
the century of the Church should be completed 
in a handsome manner by bringing this work to 
a@ conciusion this year, but it would be better to 

gin the new century by carrying out and 
completing a scheme which promises to be 
graced by the highest possibie results. He 
pleaded for the adoption of the report of the 
majority, and the defeat of that of the mi- 
nority. 

The Rev. George M. Christian of Newark said 
that nothing exceeded the imagination of the 
minority report but that of the delegate from 
New-York with his fervid word painting and 
capacity for creaming dreams of ecclesiastical 
Tevision. But whatever its faults of rhetoric or 
imagination there was just one thing connected 
with the minority report which touched the 
Toot of the whole matter, and that was the lit- 
tle resolution at the end, which brings the vital 
question before the house as to whether the 
work of revision is to go on. 

The minority recognized the fact that, in as- 
suming the position they had taken, they 
seemed to put aslight upon the most dignitied 
committee of the convention by objecting to its 
report, @ committee composed of learned and 
godly men. But was it not trne, nevertheless, 
that this committee, led on by its zeal, had 
exceeded its province? Dr. Christian thor- 
oughly believed that the voce of the Churcen 
’s crying, * Stop this work of revision!’ 

There were several propositions in the pro- 
posed revision which the speaker personally 
would give anything to have incorporated in 
the Book of Common Prayer, but the position of 
the minority is, ‘“ Self-sacrifice before personal 
gratitication.” 

“ We are satisfied to have it go out to the 
world,” Dr. Christian continued, “that we have 
determined to stop this work of revision.’’ it 
‘was impossible to say, he went on, that it 
would eud in 1892. No contidence could be 
placed in this small committee as against the 
whole convention. ‘‘ The committee may make 
the contract, but it cannot deliver the goods.”’ 
The convention had seen this in the changés 
already proposed by delegates from Pennsyl- 
Vania and Massachusetts, one of whom wants 
“tire and fiooad” inserted in the Litany, 
and the other seeks a change in the 
Psalm for Good Friday evening. And so ié 
would go on for all time. The Book of Common 
Prayer was not a book of personal devotion, as 
it was sought to make it. The speuker had no 
sympathy witha manu who was helpless in the 
presence of fire and flood, because there was no 
prayer on that subject in the Prayer Book. Let 
such &2 man pray extemporaneously, The 
tendency of this whole business was to prescribe 
cast-iron services for everything. 

** It is uniformity,” said Dr. Christian in con- 
clusioa, ‘that we are threatened with. We 
want none of it. The first grave danger came 
te the Church of England when she established 
uniformity.” 

The Rev. Dr. J. N. Blanchard of Michigan in- 
formed the house that his diocese had passed 
resolutions in conformity with the minority re- 
port, and that Michigan could be added to the 
five dioceses spoken of by Dr. Huntington, 
making six at least. The American Church 
would adapt herself to the needs of the day, not 
Dy changing rubrics here and there, but 
by holding fast to those she has and leg-. 
islating in the interests of the pore The 
whole of the changes recommended in the ma- 
jority report were not, put together, worth the 
time already spent upon them. Some of them 
were restrictive upon liverty. The people of 
the Church were tired of thegcontinued tinker- 
ing with the Prayer Book. 

Fine house here took a recess for lunch. On 
reassembling, the Rev. Dr. Cornelius E. Swope 
of New-York, one of the signers of the winority 
report, resumed the debate. 

The simple question, Dr. Swope began, was 
whether the House of Deputies would consent 
to continue the work of revision or bring it to 
a conclusion with certainty. It was indis- 
putable that the Committee on Liturgical Re- 
Vision had exceeded ita powers. It was re- 
stricted by the convention to the preparation 
ot a Book of Offives, and it had transcended its 
province. There was a universal feeling among 
the laity and clergy that the work of revision 
ought to stop. 

The speaker was not the oldest member of 
the house, but be was old enough to remember 
thst the Prayer Book was once regarde as a 
sacred taing, and the man who proposed its al- 
teration was looked upon as putting his hand 
‘onthe ark of God, and as being guilty of a

An impassioned appeal was made by the Rey. 
Dr. R. A. Holland of Missour: to every class in 
the convention, high, low, and broad Church 
and ritualists, to band together and prevent 
any more intrusions that threaten the church 
of God. “No member of this house,” he said 
“can make a pledge which this house is bound 
to redeem.” There was a protest at this, but on 
an appeal the Chair sustained the delegate 
from Missouri, and the statement was per- 
mitted to stand. 

Speaking on behalf of the laity Mr. Hill Burg- 
win of Pittsburg argued that courtesy de- 
Mmanded a consideration and discussion of the 
majority report, which contained many excel- 
lent suggestions it would be of advantage to 
adopt. The Rev. Phillips Brooks of Boston was 
rejoiced that the Church had had the courage 
to undertake the work of Prayer Book revision, 
It was a reason for profound thankfulness that 
something had been done in this direction, and 
he prayed that it might be continued. So long 
as it was possible to obtain richer vehicles for 
the worship and service of the people the work 
of revision ought to progress. 

The temper of the house had for some time 
been disclosing itself in demands for the ques- 
tion. This the Chairman declined to put until, 
on the suggestion of Dean Hoffman, it was 
agreed that the vote should be taken at ten 
minutes before the hour of adjournment, the 
twenty minutes preceding to be equally divid- 
ed between the minority and the majority rep- 
resentatives. Dr. Swope pleaded that every 
member who had anything to say on the sub- 
ject should have opportunity to speak; but this 
the house would not listen to. Some discussion 
was had as to which side had the affirmative of 
the proposition, the point being decided in 
favor of the majority. 

The debate was accordingly closed by the 
Rev. Dr. Biddle, on behalf of the minority, and 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel Hart, Secretary of the Com- 
mittee on Liturgical Revision. The former 
coptende’t that the Church had never author- 
ized revision, and the latter asserted tnat if 
the committee had exceeded its powers it had 
done so solely that the work of revision might 
be brought to a conclusion at this convention. 
The resolution before the house was then read 
by the Secretary as follows: 

Resolved, That the revision of the Prayer Book 
be brought toan end at the present session of the» 
General Convention, with the ratification of such 
propositions of the Convention of 1836 as may seem 
beat. 

Amid an almost painful silence the vote was 
taken by orders and dioceses. Tally was kept 
in every delegation, and when the result bad 
been determined there issued a long-drawn sigh 
of relief. The vote stood: 

Clerical dioceses voting, 50; in favor, 20; against, 
238; divided, 7. Lay dioceses voting, 47; in favor, 
19; against, 23; divided, 5. 

The motion was declared lost. Dr. Hunting- 
ton moved that the house go into Committee of 
the Whole, under the terms contained in his 
resolution, at 11 o’clock to-day, which was 
agreed to, and, after listening to the read- 
ing of messages from the House of Bishops, the 
convention was declared adjourned. 


THE HOUSE OF BISHOPS. 

In the House of Bishops yesterday the resig- 
nations of Bishop Bedell of Ohio and Bishop 
Williams of Japan were received. Action on 
their acceptance was Geferred. 

The house enacted a resolution that Assistant 
Bishops may exercise ecclesiastical functions 
within the dioceses to which they are elected or 


assigned, but shall not be entitled to seats in 
the House of Bishops. It concurred with the 
House of Deputies in arranging a scheme 
of work to be garried out by the 
Missionary Board, and alsoin the division of 
the Diocese of Missouri. The action of the 
House of Deputies in not adopting the proposed 
new Hymnal was not concurred in, for the 
reason that certain changes in the form of the 
rejection were required to be made. The work 
of Prayer Book revision was advanced by the 
adoption of certain additional prayers of 
thanksgiving. The afternoonsession was chief- 
ly devoted to conversation. 


JOHN H. STARIN’S DOUBLE. 


DEATH OF A MAN WITH THE SAME 
NAME AS THE STEAMBOAT OWNER. 


John 4. Starin, Jr., died on Monday at his 
residence, 35 East Ninth-street, of lingering 
consumption. He had not been in active life 
for nearly ten years, and during almost that 
whole period had been confined to his room. 

Mr. Starin was born at Fultonville, Mont- 
gomery County, and spent his early years in 
that place. He was twenty years of age when 
he came tou New-York and opened an eating 
house at 111 Broad-street. He never was en- 
gaged in business with the Hon. John H. Starin 
of the transportation lines. Though com- 
ing from tbe same section of the 
State, and having known one another as 
boys, the two men Were very distantly related, 
if atall, and such relationship was never ac- 
knowledged by the steamboat magnate. At 
one time a considerable irritation sprang u 
between them over the identity of names, an 
the man now dead was compelled by legal press- 
ure to put the suffix *‘ Jr.” after his as a distin- 
guishing mark. Though the two bore no decided 
personal resemblance One to the other, it was 
said at the steamboat office yesterday that on | 
more than one occasion parties came into that 
office to see John H. Starin, and on being in- 
troduced to the transportation man insisted 
that he was not the gentleman they were in 
search of. They wanted to see the owner of 
the establishment. 

After going out of the eating house business, 
John, H. Starin, Jr., was for many years a 
street-vleaning contractor in this oity, and at 
the same time was éngaged in filling in the 
made lands at Communipaw for the Jersey Cen- 
tral Railroad. Fora time he owned the Palace 
Park House before 1ts name was changed to the 
Hotel Royal. In 1877 he secured control of 
Niblo’s Garden, of which he wade his son, Ea- 
ward F. Starin, manager. The theatre wasonly 
held by the Starins for about a year, but during | 
that time some trouble arose between the firm 
and the steamboat man. Their tickets were 
printed with the well-known trade aevice of a 
star followed by the letters ‘‘in,” which the 
originator finally succeeded in preventing the 
theatre men from using. 

Since leaving Nibdlo’s Garden John H. Starin, 
Jr., has taken no part in business affairs. He 
leaves a widow, two sons, Edward F. and J. C. 
Starin, and a considerable fortune. He was 
sixty-two years of age at the time of his death. 
The funeral will occur at his residence at 2 P. 
M. to-day. The interment will be at Greenwood.

To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Having determined to include church statistics 
in the special inquiries to be made for the eleventh 
census, I wish to announce to you and, through 
you, to your readers, my desire and purpose to 
obtain the fullest and most accurate results possi- 


ble in this special department. I need not enlarge 
upon the vaiue of such results to any who are 
in any wise interested in Church work and prog- 
ress, and wish to know the numerical strength of 
the various relixious denominations of the United 
States. 

The inquiry will be broad enough in scope to em- 
brace every religious body, of whatever name or 
creed, however few or many its churches and mem- 
bera, and it will be conducted with the utmost fair- 
ness and impartiality. The imformation sought will 
be arranged under five heads: (1) Urganizations or 
societies; (2) church edifices: (3) seating capacity; 
(4) value of church property; (5) communicants. 
This is as much, in my judgment, as it will be wise 
to undertake in this direction for the eleventh 
census. 

in order to prosecute this plan successfully and 
to make the results so thorough and accurate that 
they cannot be impeached, the Government wiil 
have to count largely on the prompt and generous 
co-operation of those in each denowination who are 
in @® position to furnish the information desired. 
This information cannot be gathered by the enu- 
merators. They are already fully burdened, and 
the appropriations available for the census will not 
admit of the appointment of special enumerators 
for this work. itis uccessary, therefore, to make 
church statistics a special iuquiry, and they must 
be gatherei chiefly by schedules placed in the 
hands ef some competent person in each of the 
minor ecclesiastical suvdivisions of the various 
churches, 

The conduct of this special inquiry has been com- 
mitted to a gentleman whose qualifications for the 
work will, | am sure, be instantly recognized. H. 
K. Carroll, LL. D., editor of the £ dent of 
ew-York, has consented to assume the duties of 
the position. Dr. Carroll is now engaged in prepar- 
ing plans for such a division of the territory of 
each denomination as wil’ make it comparativel 
easy for: those to whom his inquiries will be a 
dressed to give a prompt and faithfulresponse. I 
ask for him—and I am sure you will heartily second 
me—such cheerful and generous assistance as he 
may require from ofncers of the denomination you 
represent.

OPENING OF THE MEETING OF THAT 
BODY IN THIS CITY—MORE SsUB- 
SCRIPTIONS NEEDED.

of the Broadway Tabernacle, that church was 


additionally dignified yesterday by the assem- 
bling of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions for the first: time in this 
city since 1832. Throughout the Congregation- 
al Church there has been deep interest in the 
transactions of this body, in order to ascertain 
how far the heated discussions concerning the 
determinations of the Prudential Committee, 
which occurred atthe meeting in Springfield 
last year, would influence its futivre actions. It 
has been known that because of the orthodoxy 
of this committee, which many of the congrega- 
tions have believed to be too rigid in its princi- 
ples, many of the churches which had hitherto 
contributed to the funds of the board have 
ceased to do so. The choice of the Rev. Dr 
Storrs of Brooklyn to be President of the 
Board, it was hoped, would harmonize the liber- 
al and the conservative elements in the board, 
and it would appear from the reports which 
were submitted yesterday that it nad accom- 
plished this end. They show a marked im- 
provement in the amounts of money contribut- 
ed to the support of the work. 

There was a very large number of persons in 
attendance. A large platform had heen built 
from the pulpit for a distance of nearly twenty- 
five feet toward the centre of the church, and 
on this were seated the officers of the board, 
as well as the corporate members. Among the 
well-known members who were present were 
E. W. Blatchford of Chicago, the Rev. Drs, N, 
G. Clarke, Judson Smith, C. C. Creegan, 8. J- 
Humphrey, officers of the board; Presidents 8, 
©. Bartlett of Dartmouth College, A. L. Chapin 
of Beloit College, M. H, Buckhau of Vermont 
University, J. W. Strong of Carlton College, 
the Rev. Dr. H. H. Dexter, editor of the Congre- 
gationalist; Dr, Simeon Gilbert of the Advance, 
the Rey.

F. Lawrie of Prov- 
idence, R., L's; Prof. J. E. Dwinell 
of Oakland, Cal; the Rev. Burdette

The Rev. Dr. Storrs was on hand at the min- 
ute set for the assembling of the meeting, and 
after prayer had been offered the Rev. Dr. Will- 
iam M. Taylor, pastor of the Broadway Taber- 
nacle, delivered an address of welcome to his 
cburch, Hereferred to the decision at Spring- 
tield last year, and invoked blessings upon the 
considerations of the important matters to come 
before the meeting. 

After the President had appointed a few tem- 
poy committees he called upon the Rev. Dr. 

2 K. Alden, the Home Secretary, to present the 
report of the Prudential Committee. Among 
other things, it said: 


** During the last year there were twelve mission- 
aries and forty assistant missionaries sent out by 
the Prudential Committee. Thirty-six of them 
were women, three of whom were physicians. The 
donations during the year have not fallen behind 
those of the preceding year, but are $476 53 in ad- 
vance, having reached the sum of $35,044 90, a 
gain over the annual average of the preceding five 
roars of about $12,500. Of this amount, $152,- 

55 51 came from the three woman’s boars, a gain 
oyer their anuual average for the precedingé five 
years of about $4,000. There was an advance 
trom legacies ors the past year of $7,300 83, 
the total being $153,653 72,a gain dover the annual 
average of the preceding five years of over $28,00U. 
The total receipts tor the year from donations and 
legacies were $548,698 62, an advance over the pre- 
ceding year of $7,777 41, and over the annual aver- 
age tor the preceding five years of more than 
$40,000. Adding the income of the general perma- 
nent fund, $10,636 83, the total receipts from these 
sources for the past year were $559,335 45. 

“From the Swett bequest, set apart by the board 
to meet special calls in the evangelistic anu educa- 
tionel departments of missionary work, there has 
been appropriated the sum of $82,110 90, ($14,324 
less than the annual average appropriated irom 
this bequest during the preceding four years,) in- 
cluding for Japan $64,476 40, and for China 

$23,200 60. 3 

“From the Otis bequest, set apart for new mis- 
sions, there ‘has been appropriated for work in 
West Central and East Central Africa, in Shansi 
and Hong-Kong, in Northern Japan and Northern 
Mexico, the sum of $44,664 98, 

“ These amounts, added to what has been already 
reported a3 received from ordinary sources, with 
the balance in the treasury at the beginning of the 
year, $890 09, have placed at the disposal of the 
committee $686,001 42. The expenditures of the 
year have amounted to $685,152 93, leaving a bal- 
avcein the treasury at the end of the year of 
$848 44.” 


Concerning the future, the board asks for an 
additional $200,000, or about 50 per cent, above 
the amount ($400,000) which was contr buted 
during the year by churches and individuals, 
ene woman’s boards. The report con- 
tinues: 


“Since the churches in our Congregational body 
now report a membership of 475,608 and the Sun- 
day schools a membership of 680,672, why should it 
seem « formidable undertaking for this host of 
Christian men, women, and children to raise during 
the coming year, as their free-will offering for the 
unevangelized of other lands, the sum of $600,000? 
This would be but $375,0U0 thtough the regular 
contributions of churches, individuals, aud Sunday 
ceneeta, and $225,000 from the three woman’s 
boards. 


To emphasize the need of this additional 
amount the Home Secretary reported that: 


“There is already substantially pledged by the 
committee for the coming year for the support of 
missionaries now on the field or on their way to the 
tield, and of their connected work, at least $25,000 
beyond what the committcte ean reasonably expect 
to receive trom ordinary sources relied upon—unless 
some special provision is mace for this additional 
amount—$20,000 of this excess for Japan alone. 
The commfttee has felt almost morally compelled, 
contrary perhaps to what some may regard ‘ pru- 
deutial,’ to move thus far in this direction, even be- 
fore it could present this report to the board itselt, 
to which it looks for counsel and instructions as to 
the future, 

“The regular estimates already received trom the 
missions for the coming years are $50,000 beyond 
the amount suggested to them by the committee as 
the maximum which could probably be granted for 
1890—whiile additional specific requests have been 
presented amounting to $70,000. Should these 
urgent requests, therefore, be all granted, the ex- 
penditures for the coming year would be increased 
by $120,000 beyond those of the year under review, 
carrying up the total expenditure to over $800,000.” 


Succeeding the reading of this survey, the 
Treasurer, Langdon S. Ward of Boston, told of 
the financial condition of the boara, which, 
condensed, is as follows:

THE TWELFTH SENATORIAL DISTRICT 
DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION. 


The Democrats of the Twelfth Senatorial Dis- 
trict, comprising the counties of Westehester 
and Rockland, met in convention in Music Hall, 
Tarrytown, yesterday for the purpose of nomi- 
nating a candidate for member of the next 
State Senate. Michael J. Dillon of New-Ro- 
chelle was chosen Chairman. There were 
twenty delegates, fifteen from Westchester and 
five from Rockland. 

After the convention had declared itself ready 
for business, Irving Brown of Rockland County 
made a complimentary speech, in which he pre- 
sented the name of the Hon. Frank P. Demarest 
asa candidate for State Senator, saying that 


the five delegates from Rockland County were 
instructed to vote for him. They claimed they 
were entitled to some recognition from this 
convention, having always heretofore voted for 
candidates from Westchester County and es- 
pecially because the district must look to their 
county for a majority on election day. 

William H. Lange of Rye next presented the 
name of Wilham Ryan of Rye, which was the 
unaminous choice of the people of the Second 
Assembly District. Sylvester ©. McNeal of 
Ossining, presented the name of Andrew C. 
Fields of Dobbs Ferry. The convention then 
commenced balloting for the three candidates, 
with the following result:

At this stage there seemed to be a dead-lock, 
eleven votes being necessary for a choice. 
Chairman Dillon said that Mr. Ryan had only 
that morning told him he was nota candidate, 
and that, therefore, he was voting for Mr. 
Fields, who had assured him that, if nomi- 
nated, he would run. Mr. Fields is in the sup- 
ply department of the Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New-York. 

A motion to adjourn until 3 o’clock was car- 
ried, and the one hour interval was made good 
use of in trying to fix upon one of the candi- 
dates. Whenthe convention reassembled the 
eighth ballot waa taken, with the following re- 
sult: Frank P. Demarest, 6; Andrew C. Fields, 
6; William Ryan, 4; William F. Moller, a new 
candidate from Yonkers, 4. There being no 
choice another ballot was taken as follows: 
William F. Moller, 5; Frank P. Demarest, 8; 
Andrew C. Fields, 7 

P. J. Doolity of Yonkers then moved to ad- 
journ for a week. This raised a storm of ob- 
jection, caret prong by the Demarest men, who 
were picking up some in the voting. A vote 
was taken and it was carried by 11 to 9, and the 
convention broke .up in a grand row, in which 
the Chairman and all who voted in the aflirma- 
tive came in for agreat dealof aouse. This 
satisfied the Ryan men, who hope before 
next itary yf to get him to state posi- 
tively whether he will or will not run. It is 
also thought that as the delegates can combine 
on no one Man thus far presented ex-Senator 
Henry C. Nelson of Sing Sing may come in and 
carry off the prize. The Rockland County men 
went home feeling very sore at their treatment, 
and denounced the whole proceedings a8 an 
outrage upon them. ‘The convention was at- 
tended by ali the prominent officials and would- 
be officials of Westchester County, who wanted 
to do a little canvassing on their own acccunt, 
as their county convention takes place to-day 
at White Plains, when they expect to have a 
very hot time, there bemmg about a dozen Ccan- 
didates for Register, anc each claiming to have 
the nomination in his pocket. 


THE DESCENDANTS PROTEST. 





OBJECTIONS WHICH STAND IN THE WAY 
OF A CHURCH SALE, 


The Trustees of St. Luke’s Episcopal Church, 
in Hudson-street, decided Jast year to move up 
town. They selected a site for a new building 


vent-avenue, and began negotiations with the 
Trinity Church corporation for the sale of the 
Hudson-street property. The Trinity Church 
people intended to erect on the ground Bt. 
Luke’s had held for nearly a century a large 
church and schools anda hospital. The sale 
would probably have been completed long be- 
fore this but for the apparent inability of the 
St. Luke Trustees to give a clear title. This 
cannot be done, or, at least, Stephen P. Nash, 


the attorney for the Trinity corporation, fears 
it cannot, because of certain burial rights which 
were given to the purchasers of Vaults and 
lots many years ago. 

” The rnsbnes requested the descendants of the 
persons buried there to remove the bodies to 
some other cemetery. Many of them have done 
so. But others have demurred for various rea- 
sons, chiefly those of sentiment. Notice was 
served upon the latter class some time ago that 
uniess the bodies were taken away by Nov. 1 
they would be removed under the act of 1887, 
which provides for the removal of bodies trom 
burying grounds within the limits of cities. 

Then a compromise was proposed to the Trust- 
ees. They were asked to procure vaults and 
purial plots similar to those at St. Luke’s for 
each one of the bodies, allthe expense to be 
borne by them. To this the Trustees have made 
no response, and Lawyer Charies F. Bostwick 
of 140 Nassau-street has been retained by thirty- 
six heirs of the original vault owners to pre- 
vent the removal of the bodies. This, he said 
yesterday, he will do by an injunction, the per- 
manence of which he can secure by proving 
that the act of 18871is unconstitutional. He is 
sure that it is. : 

‘The heirs Whom Mr. Bostwick represents are 
the Cottins, descendants of George 8. Cofiin; the 
Ten Broecks, and the Motts. The Rev. Henry 
Hobart Ten Broeck and the Rev. William P. Ten 
Broeck are sons of the Rev. Anthony Ten Broeck, 
who was once rector of St. Luke’s, and whose 
body lies in the family vault. The bodies of 
Amos Havemeyer, Hickson W. Field, Peter 
Aymar, the Wilmerdings, the Ketchums, and 
other prominent old New-York families also 
lie there. 

Mr. Bostwick argues that the cemetery prop- 
erty is inalienable, and therefore it 16 a ques- 
tion whether any private purchaser could get a 
title toit. Hesaid it had been hinted that the 
city might take the ground for a public park. 
This could be done by the State condemning it, 
under the right of eminent Gomain. 


MRS. HAVEMEYER’S WILL. 

The will of Mrs. Mary I. Havemeyer, widow 
of Henry Havemeyer, was tiled in the Surro- 
gate’s Court yesterday. It is dated Oct. 20, 
1884, and the witnesses are T. 8. Ormiston of 
465 West Seventy-third-street, and R. Clarence 
Dorsett of 2,120 Sixth-avenue. ‘There are also 
two codicils, the first dated April 10, 1886, and 
the second Aug. 4, 1886. The will provides for 
the distribution of her estate among six chil- 
dren, each girl to have double the share of 
each boy, and names her husband and her 
brother-in-law, William B. Havemeyer, as ex- 
ecuters. \ 

The first codicil excepts the testator’s eldest 
daughter Agnes (Mrs. T. Brownell Burnham) 
from sharing with the other children in the 
property under the provisions of the will, for 
the reasons that she “is happily married” and 
her “ position guarantees her all needed com- 
fort and support,” but authorizes her to select 
any two pieces of the tesatator’s jewelry that 
she may desire. Mrs. Burnham is made guard- 
ian ‘‘of her brothers and sisters during their 
minority.” 5 

The testator’s children are William Moller 
Havemeyer, a resident of Buenos Ayres, South 
America; Agpes Josephine Burnham, a resi- 
dent of Tuxedo, N. Y¥.; Henry Havemeyer of 
Philadelphia, and Jennie Blanche, William 
Frederiek, and Edythe of this city. No indica- 
tion is given of the umount of the estate. 








QNE MORE JUROR NEEDED.

A MYSTLRY TO UNRAVEL. 


SUSPICION THAT THOMAS CARBY’S DEATH 
WAS CAUSED BY A SANDBAG BLOW. 


Thomas Carey, who kepta hotel and liquor 
saloon in Portland, Conn., died at Roosevelt 
Hospital early yesterday morning from a fract- 
ure of the skull. How he received the fatal in- 
jury has not yet been determined. He was found 
at 5 o’clock on Wednesday morning standing at 
the corner of Thirty-third-street and Seventh- 
avenue holding on to a lamppost. The pro- 
prietor of a liquor saloon in the vicinity 


saw him standing there and thought he was 
drunk. After Carey had stood there for some 
time a policeman from the West Thirty-sev- 
enth-stheet police station came along and en- 
deavored to arouse him. Carey appeared dazed 
and stupid and complained of a pain in his 
head. e was taken to the station house, and 
Sergt. Thomas, sQpposing that he was under 
the influence of some drug, did not lock him up, 
but sent him to Roosevelt Hospital. 

On examination at the hospital it was found 
that the man had been drinking heavily. There 
were two contusions on the back of his head 
and ont of his eyes was bruised and discolored. 
He was only semi-conscious, but was able to 
give the address of his friends, and they were 
sent for. His wife and brother arrived in this 
city on Saturday and remained with him until 
he died. ‘The doctors at the hospital found that 
Carey died from a fractured skull, but they could 
not determine whether the injuries were the re- 
sult of an assault or a fall on the sidewalk. His 
wife said that wher he left home he carrieda 
cold watch, and she supposed that he had pbe- 
tween $200 atid 8300 in cash. When he was 
taken to the hospital he had neither watch nor 
money. 

There is a mystery surrounding the case that 
the police ought to lose no time in clearing’up. 
One of the hospital doctors is of the opinion 
that Carey was assaulted with a sandbag, but 
there is no Cgpeegs evidence of this. The injury 
from which the man died could have been 
received by falling backward on the sidewalk. 
Detectives from the Central Office and the 
Twentieth Precinct are endeavoring to ascer- 
tain how Carey received his injuries.
